Nor was any body ſuffer'd to 
ſpeak to me, during my Illneſs, but Mariala, who ask'd 
me, Whether I ſhould not be quite well, when the 
Time was come for us to go into the Country? and, 
Whether I ſhould not be glad to take the Air, and di- 
vert myſelf there? I -reply'd, that I found myſelf fo 
weak, that I could not walk a Step; and that my Dif- 
temper, which had laſted but four-and-twenty Hours, 
had more jaded me, than any other could have done,

But, Mariola, anfwer'd I, ſhe is my Aunt my Mother

Love never makes any ſuch nice Diſtinctions; and the 
fair Zaide never ſees you, without an extraordinary Emo- 
tion. Twas ſhe, that in Gabrielle's Cloaths took from 
you, one Evening, the Box wherein you kept the Pi- 
cture which her Jealouſy gave her a Glympſe of; and it 
was the ſame Zaide, that gave you the String of Beads. 
She made us the Confidents of her Robbery, and having 


ſhew'd it us, we inſorm'd her, that ſhe had not taken 


the moſt precious Jewel of all; for that that Box was a 


Caſe to the Picture of ſome Perſon, who was the Occa- 
ſion of all your Grief. There's no Country nor Nation 
void of Curioſity ; ang the Turii/pþ Women have a greater

ought not to make yourſelf uneaſy as to that Point, it 
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gination, and had a thouſand different Thoughts to pre- 
vent my Reſolution. I reafon'd both as a Chriſtian, 
| and as an honeft Man, and turn'd my Conſcience all 
manner of ways, without being able to give it the leaſt 
Satisfaction. I could neither reſolve to pretend myſelf 
a Turk, nor to anſwer a Love ſo criminal, as to be even 
contrary to the Reſpe& Nature herſelf inſpires us with. 
At laſt, the Time of our going into the Country ap- 
proaching, and perceiving that I ſhould be oblig d to 
do all that Mario/a had talk'd with me about, I prevail d 
with a Slave to buy me a few fine Colours; and having 
prepar'd a Piece of Velum, exactly the ſame Size as the 
Marchioneſs's Picture, I drew ſuch a Woman, my ſelf, 
as my Fancy furniſh'd me withal, and as beautiful as 
poſſibly I could; for I had learnt to paint, while I was 
at Rome, and had taken ſome Delight in Miniature, 
while I liv'd at the Marchioneſs's at Naples. This ferv'd 
my Turn very well; for when we were juſt ready to ſet 


out, my old Miſtreſs, who had careſſed me a thouſand: - / 


times, for the Hopes Mariola gave her of my Compli- 
ance, came herſelf, and told me, That we ſhould enter 
upon our Journey the next Day, and that I ſhould not 
be far from her Litter. I return d the Honour ſhe ſhew'd 
me as well as I could, humbly thanking her for her 
Kindneſs to me, and defiring her to be pleas'd not to 
require any thing of me, that was contrary to the Li- 
berty of my Soul, and that ſhe would give me Time to 
conſider of obeying her; and added, That if I wore the 
Habit ſhe had provided for me, it was only to cover me,.

1 drew my Simitar, and went to fight the wild Beal: 
But as I had very little Experience, and was not ſo fat 
recovered, as to be able to defend myſelf, the Bull, di- 
mounting me, thruſt his Horn into my Horſe's Guts, 
trampled upon me, and left me almoſt dead, and quite 
out of my Senſes.

It was upon this Occz- 
ſion, that one of the cruelleſt Adventures befel me, that 
ever I met with. My Grandmother abandoned. herſeli 
to Deſpair, and my young Miſtreſs committed ſuch Ex: 
travagancies, as amazed me, when I afterwards heard of 
them. Having ſtript me ſtark naked, and got a Surgeon 
to ſearch me, they found I had no Symptoms of Lite, 
and gave me over: However, as they could not content 
_ themſelves, that a Man of their Blood ſhould die uncl. 
cumciſed, they reſolved to make me undergo that cruel 
Operation, believing I was not then able to oppole em. 
For this end, they ſent for the Derwvis who had cate- 
chized me, and who lived but half a Mile from the Place 
where we were. Being come, he comforted my Mi: 
ſtreſſes ; and after he had ſaid his Prayers, came towards 
me, and purify'd me, by throwing two or three Pails of 
Water upon my Body; but nothing could make me fur, 
At laſt, after ſeveral repeated Cries, he asked me, Mie, 
ther I would not believe in God, adore him, and 
in the Law that he had given to Men by his great 
phet Mahomet ?

The Opera- 
tion was but half performed; but I loſt. a great deal of 
Blood, and knew not how to ſtop it. My old Miſtreſs 


would fain have perſuaded, me, to let the Derais go 


through-ſtich with his Work ; but the Look. I gave her, 
without ſpeaking, a Word, turned her as pale as Envy 


itſelf. She went from me, and ſent a Slave to defire me, 


at leaſt, to make uſe of aſtringent Powders, in order to 


put a Stop to the great Flux of Blood. On the other 
hand, I was uncapable of Advice, and would -fain 


have died. At laſt, the Heat of my Paſſion being over, 


I found my Strength decay; and left, falling into my 
former Weakneſs, they ſhould renew their Attempt to 


circumciſe me, I bad the Slave go and fetch a Surgeon, 


and told 'em, they had beſt take care not to let the 


wretched Deryis. come near me again; for that I would 


certainly murder him, . tho*.

Ina WM 
Word, I infinuated myſelf.ſo far into his Favour, tht Wl 
he took me, in all reſpects, to be as zealous a Muſſul- Wl 
man of the Law, as any at all. | | 

- Axemire thought herlelf ſo indebted to him for. my 
Converſion, that ſhe not only rewarded him very gene- 
rouſly, but commended him extremely for having ſo well 
ſucceeded therein. Tis not uſual in Tur, for the WM 
Men and Women to fit at Table together; but yet! 
always did with my Grandmotherz and being young, 
ſhe was always careſſing me, and could not let a Day } 
paſs, without giving me Marks of her Affection: Nay, Wl 
ſuch a Power had I got over her, that I could eaſily due 
into all the Secrets of the Family; and nothing was Wl 
now done but by my particular Direction.

ing our Flight. I had a great mind to buy him for a 
Slave, but durſt not ask Azemire ſo to do, for fear of 
being ſuſpected: Wherefore, I made it my Buſineſs to 
ftrike an Acquaintance with his Maſter, who was a 
young brisk Turk, named 7%, and who, fince the 
Death of 4jen, which made Zaide a Widow, had en- 
tertained a Paſſion for that Beauty, but did not know 
which way to diſcloſe it to her. This made him proud 
of my Acquaintance; and my Relation to the Family 
being no manner of Secret, he would ſpeak of his Af- 
eclion to me, as to a Kinſman of the adored Za; 
and on the other hand, I promiſed him faithfully to 
ſpeak a good Word for him, and do all that lay in my 
Power, to render him happy. Tho! I was ſenſible,

Was not us'd to handle a Sabre, and always endeavour d 
to avoid falling out with Turks, upon that very Account. 
L deſir'd Signor Antonio to tarry a little, and went into! 
my Chamber to draw up an Anſwer. Mariola being 
there when I wrote, read my Note, unſeen by me, and 
went and told her Miſtreſs the Subſtance of it. Imme- 
diately Zaide came and forced me to give her the Note, 
whereby ſhe was inform'd of a Quarrel between me and 
FJoſaf, and the Hour and Place of our Rendezyous. As: 
it ſet her all on Fire, ſhe ran and brought bacle the Slave-

ſo weak and timorous a Sex. I thank'd Mariola for her 


good Advice; aſſur'd her, I approvd of her following. 


me in the Manner ſhe had propos'd; and ſent her to Zaide, 


ſelf. . 

The appointed Time being come, I took my Arms, 
and went to the Place agreed on, without the Gate; 
Mariola following me in a few Minutes time. Find 
ing the Garden Door open, I went in, and made the 
Signal concerted between me and my Enemy, to find 


one another. Nobody anſwering, I went to take a 
Turn in a Walk of Bay-Trees; but ſcarce had I enter d- 
the Walk, when I receiv'd a Blow upon the Back part 
of my Head, which took away a Piece of the white Scarf 
that was wrapt about my Turbant. Having my naked 
Sabre in my Hand, I nimbly turn'd round, and, with a 
Back-ſtroke, cut off half my Adverſary's Face. Being. 


ſtunn'd with the Blow, he fell down; of which I took - 


the Advantage, flamp'd upon his Guts, and ſheath'd my” 


Sabre in his Heart, before he had time to cry out. Cap- 
tain Antonio, who was by, hearing the Blows, came ta- 
ſee how we ſtood affected, and ſeeing his Maſter's Corps 

extended upon the Ground, would fain have fatsfy'd* 


his Revenge, by cutting him in Pieces; but I took hold 


of him, and told him, 'twas our beſt way to bury the 
Carcaſe, and conceal the Action. Mariola having look d 
for us ſome time, at laſt eſpy'd us, and taking us for 
Toſuf's Men, advanced towards us, wick her Sabre in 
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to comfort her, and prevail with her not to trouble her 
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her Hand; but as ſoon as ſhe found her Miſtake, the af. 


fiſted us in digging a Grave, to throw the Body into. 
After this Expedition, we return'd home, where I found 


Zaide in a Fit, in Gabrielle's Arms, to whom we related 


the Fight and Victory, recommending it to her as a Se- 
cret, which ſhe inviolably kept. 


One of Fes Slaves, who was a Spaniard, born at 


Alicant, and who, tho' now about Forty Years of Age, 


had been a Slave almoſt from his Childhood, and was 


yet ſo good a Chriſtian, that he was ready to ſuffer Mar- 


tyrdom for his Religion ; this Spaniard, I ſay, who 
was an active ſtirring Fellow, and could never well brook 
his Slavery, tho' one would have thought it almoſt natu- 
ral to him, came, ſoon after his Maſter's Death, and of- 
fer'd his Service to me, I ask'd him, whether Je 
had any Relations, and how one might know 'em ? He 
anſwer d, That that Taræk had only Correſpondents with 
whom he traffick d; but that deſigning to fight with me, 
he had given out, that he was going a Voyage to Con- 
ftantinople, and ſo had bid his Friends Adieu. This gave 
me great Satisfaction; for now I had nothing to fear on 
his partz and knowing the Polity of the Turks, who 
never correct hidden Faults, nor puniſh ſeverely any 
thing but Scandal, I continued to lead a quiet Life ; nor 
did any one ever pretend to ſpeak to me, or ask me a 
Queſtion concerning the Affair that had paſs'd between 


me and 7o/uf. 


The Spring was now approaching, and the Ladies hav- 


ing defir'd me to go with 'em into the Country for 
ſome time, I defir'd Antonio to contrive, in my Abſence, 
ome Method for our Eſcape, and to take in the Spaniard 
to his Aſſiſtance. He aſſur'd me, he would wait an Op- 
portunity, and deſir'd me to provide, in the mean while, 
Money enough to go thro' with our Defign. : 
One Day, as I was ſhooting Small-birds, I went into a 
little Coppice, on the Brink of a pleaſant Rivulet; 
and, tir'd with running about, the whole Afternoon, 


without Sport, I was returning home, in a melancholy 


Mood, when I heard, croſs the Wood, a Voice not al- 


together unknown to me. I took all poſſible Care not 
to be diſcover'd, throwing myſelf, for that Purpoſe, upon 
” my 
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my Belly ; and liſtening attentively to the Converſation” 
of two young Perſons, about twenty Yards from me, L 
diſcover'd an Adventure which was very diverting : It 
happen'd to be a Diſpute between Gabrielle and Mariola, - 
who were quarreling about their Love :-----You are a+ 
Cheat, Pietrocio, ſaid Gabrielle; and I perceiv'd very 
plainly To-day, that you have changed : * Tis now above 
a Month that I have been endeavouring to cure you of 
your Indifference: I dreſs myſelf, and keep myſelf as 
neat as poſſible, to gain your Admiration ; and is nothing 
capable of moving you to Conſtancy? You are now, for- 
ſooth, almoſt always with my young Maſter, and conle— 
quently too often in Zazide's Apartment: There one may 
ſee the Becks and Winks you frequently give her. Is* 
this all the Regard you have for a hundred Oaths you 


have ſworn, that your whole Life and Love ſhould be 8 


your dear Gabriell's! What Reaſon have you to forſake 


me? Think ye, that, if I had a mind, I could not ſatiſ- 


fy my Revenge upon you? Ves; it would be no difficult 


Matter for me to inform Axemire of your Diſguiſe ;+ 


which would be ſufficient, and you'd quickly pay dear 
for your Impudence, in thruſting yourſelf, diſguifed in- 
Woman's Cloaths, into the Apartments of Turk;S Ladies. 
But, no; I had rather be miſerable, and ſuffer all your» 
Cruelty, than ſo much as think of loſing what I love. 
To all this Preamble Mariola made her no other An- 
ſwer, than by a hearty Fit of Laughter. It was not, 
however, that ſort of Coin which Gabrielle demanded, 
who was for ſomething more ſolid and ſubſtantial. Ma- 
viola then, with a ſerious Air, upbraided her, in his 
Turn, with want of Diſcretion ; and ask'd, If ſhe was 
not aham'd to urge him to make himſelf ſick ?----Thour 
knoweſt, added he, that Lam but an imperfect Man; 
and that my Parents Covetouſneſs having induc'd em to 
caltrate- me, to preſerve my Voice, I have nothing of 
Manhood left me, but a good Will, and the moſt violent 
Paſſions: And canſt thou imagine, that one is always at 
Leiſure to hearken to thy tender Accents, when other» 
Thoughts ought to take Place? Thou knoweſt teo 
waat oblig'd me to wear the Habit of thy Sex; for 1 
have told it thee a hundred times over; - take carenhere- 
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fore not to reveal my Secrets. I ſhould never forgive 3 
thee, if thou fhouldſt; and inſtead of glutting thyſelf. 
with Revenge, thou wou'dſt find thou hadit taken a 


great deal of Pains to ruin thyſelf: Let us live in Con- 
cert; I love thee, and, if thou art prudent, ſhall be al- 


ways ready to yield thee what Pleaſure I am able. How: 


doſt know but we may, /in time, find an Opportunity 
of making our Eſcape? Our young Maſter lives here 


contrary to his Deſire and Inclination; his Converſion 
and Marriage are perhaps the Methods he has taken to 
break his Chains: I know that his Heart is a great 
way off, and that he longs to return home to our Coun- 


try; and tho” I have not yet been able to penetrate into 
the Depth of his Intentions, yet I am ſure, I am not 
very wide of the Truth, when I tell thee, that he does all 


that lies in his Power to ſet us at Liberty, and carry us 


into our own Country. I believe him to be ſo much a 


Gentleman, continu'd he, that I perſuade myſelf he will 


_ deliver us, if ever he has an Opportunity ſo to do: This 


he promis d me one Day, as we were diſcourſing tope- 
ther about the Violence offer'd to his Conſcience ; and 1 
do aſſure thee, if ever we live to ſee Siczy again, and I 
have the Happineſs to enjoy thee there, thou ſhalt be 
content, and have no more Grounds of Complaint againſt 
me. 5 15 | | | 
The Converſation of theſe two Perſons had not ended 
here, were it not for a ſudden Storm, that oblig'd em 
to houſe for Shelter, being not far from home, where 
J arriv'd almoſt as ſoon as they. In the Evening, 


after Veſpers, I told Mariala, That I defir'd to talk with 


her, the next Day, in the Coppice, and therefore de- 


ſir'd her to meet me there, in the Morning, before her 


Miſtreſs was up. As I was wont to talk with her often 
in private,” and 'tis the Cuſtom of that Country for the 
Maſter to lay what Commands he pleaſes upon his 
Slaves, ſhe went thither, without regarding the ſtrict 


Rules of Decency. Nor was ſhe there many Minutes 
before I met her, and conducted her to the fame Place 


where I had heard her and Gabrielle diſcourſe the Day 
before: As ſoon as we were arrivd, I told her, That 


for 


knowing the Excellency of her Wit, and her Affectien 
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for my Service, I deſird her Advice concerning my Be- 
haviour, with reſpect tos a Man diſguisd in Woman's 
Cloaths, who waited upon my Wife : That T could not, 


in the leaſt, doubt of the Matter, by reaſon I had heard? 


this very counterfeit Girl herſelf make Gabrielle the 
Confident of that Secret, with her own Mouth, in the 
{ame Place we were in: That I was loth to make a 

Noiſe about. ſuch a Diſguiſe ; but that I was as loth to 
murder that Perſon, in private, before ſhe was known. 
The. pretended Maria/a had not Aſſurance enough to 
ſtand unconcern'd at this Thunder-clap, but thought 
himſelf undone; and not doubting but I had heard their 
Converſation in the Wood, or that ſomebody had given + 
me an Account. of it, he threw himſelf upon his Knees-- 


before me, and begg'd my Pardon for that Slave diſ- 


uis'd in Woman's Apparel, who, he confeſs'd, was him- - 
ſelf : He alledg'd, that however he had never entertain'd-- 
a Deſign againſt either my Honour or my Life, nor 
upon the Perſon of my Wife; and that tho? he had fo + 
long delay'd to make himſelf known to me, Fear 
and Reſpect had been the only - Cauſe thereof“ I had 
not the Courage to let him continue long in his Fright 3 - 
hut bidding him riſe, aſſur'd him, that I lov'd him better 
for a Man, than a Woman. And becauſe I fanſy'd the 
Hiſtory of his Cheat to be very particular, I defir'd : 
him to give me the Account of it, and how he was made 
a Slave. | | 

I owe too much Obedience to your Commands, ſaid * 
the pretended Mariola, to conceal from you a Hiſtory»: 
wherein Chance and Fortune have had a greater Share 
than human Prudence : And fince you know my Sex, . 
1 will no-longer talk with you under the Name of Ma- 
riola, but under that of Pretrocis:- After the Revolu- 
tion of Naples, my Father, who was related by: Mar- 
riage to the Family of the V.. . . , was obligd to > 
buy his Life and Repoſe with the Loſs of his Eſtate, - 
and to diſguiſe himſelf, ard go to Sicih; where he 
chang'd his Name, and went for a Native of Venice, 


which Place he knew perfectly well. He was known : 


at . Mefina by the Name of Bertholino Andrielli: As he 


had brought but little Money with him, and was-excel- - - 
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1 lently well skilbd in Pharmacy, he laid out what he had 
upon an Apothecary's Shop, which he kept there. I 
was born during his Exile, and increas'd the Number of 
his Family with a ninth Child; and as he had not 
wherewith to ſettle us all in the World, he placd us 
out to different Employs. His eldeſt Son apply?d him- 
felf to the Study of Phyfe; two of my Siſters went 
into the Cloiſter; another of my Brothers took the Ha- 
bit of the Order of the Great Friers; when five of us 
were yet unprovided for, and all five too young to be 
placed out. When I was eight Years old, I gave ſome 
Marks of an excellent Wit ; and Nature had furniſh'd 
me with ſo fine a Voice, that my Singing charm'd all 
that heard it. My Father was advis'd to take Meaſures 
to preſerve my Voice, as a ſure Means to ſecure to him- 
ſelf and me a Maintenance in any Part of Lach, as long 
as we lived. His Avarice, join'd perhaps with Necel- 
ſity, ſoon determin'd him to take the Reſolution to fol- 
low that pernicious Counſel : So taking me to an Ope- 
rator's, without my Mother's Knowledge, the Opera- 
tion was perform'd upon me, who was altogether igno- 
rant of their Meaning in it; for I was ſo young that 
I had not the leaſt Notion of the Wrong they did me. 
In a Word, about fix Weeks after, being perfectly cur'd, 
I return'd home; and my Mother asking me, where I 
had been ſo long ? I anſwer'd her, with Tears in my 
Eyes, That I had been at ſuch a Place, where my Fa- 
ther had got me cur'd of a Diſtemper which. would have - 
kill'd me, if it had not been taken in time. But no 
ſooner had my Mother found out what they had done to 
me, but ſhe made a dreadful Hurricane; at laſt, how- 
ever, conſidering I muſt flill be an Eunuch, ſhe con- 
tented herſelf, and was appeas'd. And thus, as I never 
afterwards gave any Tokens of Manhood, every body 
call'd me Capon, which had like to have kilPd me with 
Grief. I never car'd to appear abroad, and ſo kept my 
Chamber long enough to learn Muſic, and to play 
upon the Theorbo. Being at my Window, which fronted | 
the Gate, one Morning about One o'Clock, and think- 
ing I was out of the Ear of all the World, I ſung an 
Air, and play'd it at the ſame time upon my n 
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Miſtreſs's in the ſame Street, and was then juſt going 


home, ſtopped to hear me, and taking particular Notice | 
of the Houſe, came the next Day to ſee my Father, 


pretended to be one of his Friends, made uſe of his 
Medicines, and took rhe Confidence to propoſe to him. 
to take away with him one of his Daughters, whom he 
had heard ſinging at ſuch a-Chamber-Window. To in- 
duce him to grant his Requeſt, he promis'd to aſſiſt my 
Father, and all his Family; and that he would look upon 
the Girl he begg'd, as his own Child: Adding, That 


he did not ask for her to abuſe her; that he was too old 


to entertain Thoughts of that kind; but that being 
charm'd with the Excellency of her Voice, he would 
do any thing to obtain the Fayour he demanded. My 
Father requir'd abundance of Intreaty, and aſſur d the 
Commander, that it did not depend altogether, upon 
him to grant his Deſire, but that he would ſpeak to me 


of it. Accordingly, one Day, when I thought of no- | 


thing leſs, my Father came into my Chamber; and after 


having reproach'd me for living ſo ſavage-like, ſlanted - 


the Commander's Propoſal to me. 


= But there's one 


Inconvenience I don't like, /aid he; and that is, he takes 


you for a Girl, whereas you are a Boy. However, he 
told me, I muſt diſguiſe my Sex, that his Bene factor 
might not be balk' d. The Commander, added he, is 


going to Rome, and thence to Venice, and ſo you'll hay e 
the Pleaſure of Travelling, and at the ſame time ſo im- 


prove yourſelf, as to be able one Day to make your- 
{elf and all your Family eaſy.” The Thoughts of leav- 
ing Meſſina, where I durſt no more appear, were alone 
ſufficient to make me liſten to and accept any Propoſal. 
Wherefore I aſſur'd my Father, that I would moſt 
willingly go with the Commander; and that he had 
nothing to do but to provide me a Girl's Habit, nor 
fear but I would act my Part very dextrouſly, ſince, at 
worſt, being a Boy, I could run no Riſque. My Pa- 
role thus given, who ſhould come into my Chamber 
the next Day, but the Commander? He found me abed, 
with a Girl's Head-dreſs on, and was ſo pleas'd at the 


Sight of me, that he ſaid a thouſand pretty things to 


me; 
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A Commander of St. Jabn, who had been playing at his 
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me; and as I was prepar'd to receive his Viſit, I play-d 
my Part with wonderful Succeſs: He preſented me with 
a Diamond valu'd at a hundred Piſtoles, and a Purſe. 


with a hundred more, to buy me a Suit of Cloaths. I. 


took a Pleaſure in this kind of Sport, which ſucceeded 


ſo well at the Beginning, as to make me hope for greater 
Advantages afterwards. 

The Spring was drawing on, and that being the Sea- 
ſon pitch'd upon for our Departure, great Diligence 
was us'd to fit us out. My travelling Habit was a long 
Veſt lined with Ermine, and a fine black Peruque ; but 
tho' the Commander defir'd me, I pretended I could 


never be reconcil'd to wear Breeches. In all the Towns 
thro' which we paſs'd in our way to Rome, I choſe to 


go for his: Niece; and he had taken the Precaution to 
change his Domeſtic, who was an old Valet-de-Cham- 
bre, that had been in- his Service above thirty Vears. 


We tarry'd ſome time at Palermo, by reaſon of a ſlight i 


Indiſpofition, which obliged me to keep my Bed for 
two or three Days: But as ſoon as I was able to ſit in 
the Litter, we took the Route of the Kingdom of Naples... 
The Motion - of that Carriage not very well agreeing - 
with me, and being proud of keeping the Commander- 
in his Error, by pretending all the Infirmities of a young 
Woman, I deſir'd him to let us make the beſt of our 
Way to the Sea-fide, and there hire a Felucca for Naples 
as well becauſe that Carriage would be more agree-- 
able to my Conſtitution, as that we ſhould be the ſooner. 
at the Place whither we - were going. My Requeſt- 


was granted, and we embark'd as ſoon as we got 


to the Sea-fide. But ſcarce had we weigh'd Anchor, 
when a violent Storm from Land having driven us, in 

ſpight of all we could do, to Sea, we had like to have 
periſh'd. In this fearful Condition, we eſpy'd a Barque, 
which, making down directly upon us, came either to 
fave us from Shipwreck, or to lay us in Irons; for we 
could not diſcern, at ſo great a Diſtance, whether ſhe 


was Friend or Foe. At laſt it prov'd to be a Turi 


Corſair, which, having made fifteen or twenty Chri- 
ſtians Slaves upon the Coaſts of Calabria, was returning 


home with bis Prize, Our Captain, who was "a _ 
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Gentleman, and had formerly commanded” the Galleys: 
of Malta, knew, at firſt Sight, what he had to do. He 
began to inſpire us with Sentiments of Chriſtianity, and 


exhorted us rather to die on that Occaſion, than by a 


Surrender to yield ourſelves Slaves. His four luſty 
Malteſe Valets, his Gentleman, and the eight Sailors, 


who had the Management of our Veſſel, all well arm'd,. 


promis'd to ſtand by him to the laſt Drop of their 


Blood. Whereupon, faid the Captain,. Let us aim at 


the Enemy's Commander; for if once he drop, we are 


Maſters of the Barque : Let us therefore pretend to- 


ſurrender, and while we are making him our Compli- 
ments, ſpare him not. Never were Orders better exe- 
cuted. The Enemy came up to attack us, but were 
ſurpris'd to find us in a yielding Poſture, and imploring 


their Aſſiſtance. They threw us a Rope, and the Corſair 


| himſelf relenting at the Sight of me, took me by the 


Fand, and aſſur'd me I ſhould be the Miſtreſs of his: 


Heart, and of all he had in the World. At that Mo- 
ment, the Pirates went to diſarm our Men, and to load 
'em with Chains, but were prevented by our Fire- Arms. 
Upon the Noiſe of the- Fight, the Corſair ran to help 


his Men; but as he ſtood upon the Deck, he receiv'd a 


Piſtol-ſhot thro” his Head; which ſo diſcourag'd the reſt 


of the Barque's Crew, that they threw down their Arms, 


and we loaded them with the ſame Irons they had de- 
ſign'd for us. | wy BY 


Tis impoſſible to expreſs our Joy upon this Occaſion. 


Mine, I do aſſure you, was ſuch as I was never ſenſi- 1 
le of before or ſince: And the Follies and Extrava- 
gancies of every one of us, would have been unpardon- 


able at any other time. Mean while, the Tempeſt con- 


tinu'd, and it was impoſſible for us to reach the Shore. 


The Day being almoſt ſpent in fighting the Enemy, and 


refiſting the Waves of the Sea, Night came on apace, 


and we were afraid we had eſcap'd the Cruelties of the 
Barbarians, only to be a Prey to the Monſters of the 
Deep. Under theſe Apprehenſions, we took the Ad- 
vice of an old Turk, (who had been the Enemy's Pilot, 
and whoſe Irons were taken of him, that he might 
ſeer our Ship) and cut down our Maſts. About Mid- 


night 
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night the Wind roſe, and blew with that Violence, hat 
we truſted to Providence, and let our. Barque drive. But. 
how diſmal is the Sight! how terrible even the Thought 
of thoſe Dangers! The Terror of Death frightens the 
boldeſt Man alive! In a word, nothing was to be heard 
in our Barque, but lamentable Sighs ;. Fear having de- 
priv'd us all of the Uſe of our Tongues ! We expected, 
every Moment, to be ſwallow'd.up ; and paid dear for 
the Joy we expreſs'd upon our Victory! The Dawn of 
Day brought, with the Return of Light, ſome ſmall. 
Return of Hope! But, alas! That was the moſt unfor- 
tunate Day to me that ever I had in my Life]! A Turkiþs. 
Ship, mounted with 3o Pieces of Cannon, came down 
upon us full before the Wind; and taking us, by the 
Make of our Ship, for his own Countrymen, ſent his 
Sloop to hale us, and offer his Aſſiſtance to our Captain. 
This Gentleman, who had not taken the Precaution to 
diſguiſe himſelf, but reſolv'd not to ſtrike to the Turk, 
gave em to underſtand, by an angry and reſolute Coun- 
tenance, that he was not afraid to fight em: But.to. 
convince 'em yet farther, he fir'd upon the Sloop. Then 
animating our Men, and exhorting.'em-to ſell their Lives 
and Liberties dear, he began the ſharpeſt Fight, conſi- 
dering its Inequality, that ever was ſeen. The fifteen 
or twenty Men aboard our Barque, behav'd themſelves 
with incredible Bravery : But the Love.of our Religion 
and Liberty had render'd every one of us an invincible 
Commander. Having reſolv'd to.die a thouſand times, 
rather than fall into the Hands of the Infidels, we had 
no Regard to our Lives. Our Barque was already ſhot 
thro? in ſeveral Places, and juſt ready to fink ; when our 
Captain's Gentleman, taking me by the Hand,. 
We muft make our Eſcape, Madam, /aid he, or we are 
loſt ! The Barque is finking! My Maſter is dead of his 
Wounds ! Half our Men are kill'd, and the reſt diſ- 
abled ! and only you and J are left of all our Crew! 
Come, let us jump into the FeJucca, and expoſe our- 
ſelves to the Mercy of the Waves ! It may be, God wall 
have Compaſſion on us, and we may go a-head of the 
Enemy, without being perceiv'd ! I had no ſooner fol- 
low'd Rufini's Advice, (for that was the Gentleman 3 
Name) 
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Name} but our Barque funk down. The Enemy having 
diſcover'd our Flight, ſent their Sloop in Purſuit of us, = 
with twenty arm'd Men. Ragini ſtill perſiſting in his 
Reſolution to fly, and never yield to their Superiority; 
was kill'd with a Muſquet- ball; and I found myſelf 
alone, expos'd to the moſt imminent Danger ! "The Fear 
of loſing my Liberty was not the moſt-poinant of my 
Grief ! I remember'd my Diſguiſe, and that very much 
alarm'd me! for I was no Stranger to the Paſſion of the 
Turks, with reſpe& to Women; and trembled to think 
they would wreck all their Malice upon me ! Not a Saint 
in Heaven, but was then invok'd to my Aſſiſtance; and | 
then 'twas that I made Vows to the Cord, which I de- | q 
ſign. to perform, if it ſhall ever pleaſe him to give me = 
the Recovery of my dear Liberty ! _ _ e 2 
At laſt, being carry'd on beard the Corſair, and pre- 
ſented to the Captain, lifting up his Eyes and Hands 
to Heaven, he told me, That ſurely God deſign'd me 
for ſomething of Great, ſince. he had vouchſafed to de- 
live: me from ſuch an extraordinary Danger; and that 
the viſible Protection Heaven had granted me, had, at 
leaſt, procur'd me his Veneration and Eſteem. Then he 
aſſur'd me, that I ſhould receive no ill Uſage while I 
remain'd on board of his Ship; and himſelf firſt ſet an 
Example for his Men to follow, with regard to the Ci- 
vilities they ought to ſhew me. I muſt needs ſay, I was 
perfectly tranſported with Admiration at the Diſcourſe 
: of that Barbarian, which inſpir'd me with I know not 
what Friendſhip for him, mixt with all imaginable Re- 
ſpect and Affection. I could do no leſs than aſſure him, 
that if he was ſincere in all his Proteſtations, no Slave 
that he had ſhould give him ſuch Marks of Affection and 
Fidelity as I would. do: Then falling upon my Knees, 
and embracing and waſhing his with my Tears, I ear- 
neſtly begg'd of him, not to offer me any Violence, 
ſince I'd rather ſuffer the moſt cruel Death, than loſe 
my Honour. The Truth is, I never had Occaſion to 
complain of my new Maſter, who not only inviolably 
kept his Promiſe to me, but gave me ample Demonſtra- 
tions of his Friendſhip. All the while we were crofling nn 
from Lipari, where our Barque was ſunk, till we arrive! 4 
3 . at 
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at Patras, I neither receiv'd Affront, nor ſaw Danger; 
Thither we came after eight Days Sail; and during that 
time, I was ſerv'd with all the Reſpect and Neatneſs ima- 
ginable. Mulazem, our Miſtreſs's firſt Husband, was as 


much a Gentleman as any of his Time, and had Prin- 


ciples of Honeſty ſeldom found among Chriſtians. When 
he had given me his Word not to make an Attempt upon 
my Honour, he inviolably kept it; and T may ſay, chat 
during the ten Years I was in his Service, he never gave 
me the leaſt Subject of Complaint, either againſt his Ho- 


neſty, or his Uſage of me in general; tho' the Turk 


often fail in thoſe two Points, and ſacriſice their Slaves of 
both Sexes to their Luſt and Cruelty, But as Mnlazem: 
was marry'd, he was extremely fond of his Wife, and durſt 
not, for his Life, do any thing contrary to the Fidelity 


ke ow'd her. He would often diſcourſe with me con- 


cerning his Happineſs, and how much he long'd to ſee 
and be with her. I ſooth'd his Paſſion, and flatter'd him 
ſo handſomely and genteelly, that I ſoon became his 
lovely Confident; and he would often tell me, that next 
to ſo dear a Wife, nothing was dearer to him than I. 
One of theſe I pitch'd upon as a fit Opportunity to de» 
fire him not to ſell me away from him; and to affure him; 
that I was ſo far concern'd for all that belong'd to him, 
that I had as lieve die as be ſeparated from his Intereſts. 
I may be of no ſmall Service to you, ſaid I, with re- 
ſpe& to Zaide, who, you tell me, is young, and of 3 


fickle Temper : Such kind of Perſons have generally Ca- 


Prices enough to provoke the moſt patient Man alive. 
Now, if I were her Slave, I'd uſe ſo great Diligence to 


make you abſolute Maſter of her Heart, that the Idea of 
you ſhould be fairly engraven thereon. My Maſter al- 
ſur'd me, that he had too much Conſideration for me, 


ever to part with me; and that he ſet a greater Value 


upon me alone, than upon all the otherPrizes he had ever 


made together. At laſt we arriv'd at Patras, one Friday 


Night, in the Month of April. I will not trouble you- 


with the Deſcription of the Beauties of this Country, 


nor the Situation of the City of Patras: You have now- 
been here ſome Years, and are a better Judge of thoſe. 
Things than I. The Mother of Mulazem-receiv'd - 


- 
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don with ſuch Marks of Affection, as inſpir'd me with a 
Love for that old Woman ever ſince. On the other 
hand, his Wife, who was then but a Girt of ten ?

her Daughter-in law Zaide. The next Day ſhe ſent her 
Eunuch to tell me, that I was a Slave, and that my 
| Queen's Dreſs did not well ſuit my ill Fortune. I was 
; not ſurpris'd at that Compliment, but anſwer'd, ſmiling, 
that I expeRted with Impatience a Habit ſuitable to my 
Condition. The chearful Air with which I ſeem'd to 
ſubmit to my Fate, fill'd the Eunuch with Admiration, 
. and pleas'd Axemire To extremely, that ſhe ran to em- 
| 


brace me, and aſſur d me, that ſhe eſteem'd me for the 
many Virtues I poſſeſs'd, but would have me change 
Cloaths with her Daughter-in-law, whom ſhe committed 
| to my Care; hoping that by my Prudence I ſhould al- 
ways preſerve Peace and Tranquillity in the Family, in- 
| ſtead of cauſing Diſorder and Confuſion in it. I anſwer'd * 
| all her Civilities with the moſt reſpectful Expreſſions I 
could think of; for they underſtand alias very well in 
/ all the Lewant, by reaſon the Frank Tongue, which is

therefore to Zaide, more her Miſtreſs than ſhe was mine. 
z | invented every Day freſh Knick-knacks in dreſſing, 
. and diverted her ſo many different ways, that ſhe'd 
never be from me one Moment, nor ſuffer any body to

I muſt confeſs, I was very much puzzled at the Propo- 
ſal ſhe made me of lying with her, and declar'd ſuch an 
Averſion to it, that I made it a Scruple of Religion. I 
am a Chriſtian, /a:d J; and my Law forbids me ever to [| g 
lie with an Infidel. I ſhould believe myſelf a real Apo- ẽ WM

Mulaxem's Uncle had procur'd him that Match; and 
they had been marry'd ſeven or eight Years, before ſhe 
had ſhewn him the leaſt Affection. I was raviſh'd with 
the Thoughts of having procur'd this Satisfaction to a 
Maſter I had fo great Reaſon to eſteem; and it was no

And 
I was not a little pleaſed with her Diſpoſition to Malic 
for as I have ſome Skill in it myſelf, and pretend to a WF .

brielle, with whom 1 lay, told me all the Emotions of 
her Heart.

She told me, 
that the Ladies of Provence are ſo paſſionate in their Em- 
braces,” as not to be able to refrain from biting and tear- 
ing one. It was now eight Months that Gabrielle had

thouſand Pains; and I no longer find the Sweets in Ma- 


rio/a's Converſation I was wont; no more do I long to 
ſee her, and embrace her: Thus wilt thou make two 
Perſons miſerable, Lagaiſem, for which, one would 
think, thou hadſt no Reaſon, after ſo many Pavours 
heap'd upon thee.----This Diſcourſe of Zaide made me 
act far otherwiſe than I purpos'd to have done; l: 
was acquainted with her proud and fiery Temper. Sbe 
look'd upon herſelf as ſole Miſtreſs of my Fortune; and 
as I always carry'd myſelf. before her with Abundance of 
Civility and Reſpe&, ſhe had never fail'd to exerciſe an 
Air of Empire and Command over me, which render'd 
her abſolate in all her Defires. I endeavour'd therefore, 
all I could, to forbear ſpeaking to Mariola in her Pre 
ſence, and to conceal from her the private Correſpon- 
dence I carry'd on with her Slave. I likewiſe affected 
to be more careful of Zaide; for ſhe'd certainly have 
run into the wildeſt Extravagancies, had - ſhe been 
ſenfible of my real Sentiments, or known my true 
Deſign. 

The News of the Taking of Candy ſoon deliverd me 


from theſe Hardſhips, and gave the firſt Overture to my 
Project for ſetting myſelf at Liberty. The Conquelt of 


that Iſland, which had coſt the Turks ſo much Blood and 


Treaſure, in the Proſecution of a War of 24 Vears, oc. 
| caſion d 


Empire, that all the Cities thereof firove to out- do each 


other in their Tokens of Gladneſs. Never was ſeen ſuch 
2 Number of Illuminations and Bonfires; and Cap- 


tain Antonio propos d to me to let off Fire-works upon 
the Water, on that Occaſion, as a fit one for us to make 
our Eſcape. I bad him ſecure a Brigantme, and Chriſtian 
Slaves enough, diſguisd like Turks, that would dare to 
undertake their Flight. Every thing was order'd with 
an equal Readineſs and Precaution; and Signor Antonia 
promis'd to wait for me, behind a Shelf, a League from 
Patras, with 25 Slaves of his Acquaintance. The Night 
appointed being come, as it was I that had given that 
Entertainment to the City, to teſtify my Zeal for the 
Empire, I found it an eaſy matter to perſuade Zaids to 
go and ſee the Sight. She not only conſented, but 
dreſs'd herſelf in all her Jewels, and the beſt Cloaths 
ſhe had; and was attended, in her Boat, by her Eunuch 
and Slaves. I had hired ſome Turk; Rowers, to carry 
us, as ſoon as the Sight was over, to a little Country- 


Seat we had upon the Sea-fide, where we intended to 


lie, to avoid the Trouble of a great Company. Aze- 
mire, being indiſpos'd, deſn'd her old Friend the Dervis 
to make one among us, and bring her a faithful Ac- 


count of our Diverſion. The Turks are great Admirers 
of Fire-works, in which they are very ſhort of Skill: 
And nothing could have more agreeably ſurpris'd em, 
than our Invention. The Deſign was a Moon of Light, 


embracing the whole World, of a Brimſtone Fire, which 
dazzled the Eyes of the Spectators. This Machine was 
fd upon the Arch of an old Bridge, whence iffu'd 


thouſands of Rockets,/and other Fire-works of all kinds. 
'Upon the Water was. an- infinite Number of Boats, 
crowded with all the Inhabitants of Patras, except the 
Ladies, who ſaw the Sight from the Tops of their Houſes. 
But as I liv'd in another manner with Zaide, and ſhe was 
always perplexing me with her importunate Embraces, I 
defir'd her to dreſs herſelf, and all her Women, in Man's 
Cloaths, and to forget nothing that might render her 
Appearance magnificent, and add to the Honour of that 
vy ful Night. We: took Water about an Hour after the 


Diverſion 
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Diverſion was over, and the Croud return'd home from 
viewing our Machine of Fire, and put out to Sea for 
Vitcanin, which was the Pleaſure-houſe where we de- 
ſign'd to lie. The Watermen thought we were to land 
and ſtay there till the next Day; and the Servants in 
the Houſe had Notice of our Intention; ſo that nobody 
had the leaſt Jealouſy of our concerted Flight. No ſooner 
were we come in Sight of the Shelf, but the Brigantine, 
who perceiv'd us, ply'd their Oars, and came upon us 
before we were aware. Zaide and her Boat's Crew im- 
mediately took her for a Turkiſs Brigantine, who, Know- 
ing their Company, had a Mind to frighten ems but 
when ſhe ſaw herſelf and her Women clapt in Irons, 
and her Watermen murder'd and thrown overboard, ſhe 
look'd upon herſelf as loſt, and ask'd me, Whether it 


was I that had play'd that villainous Trick, to make her 


Amends for the Affection ſhe had ſhewn me? *'T muſt 
needs ſay, this Imputation touch'd me to the quick: 

However, I aſſur'd her that I had no Hand in it; ail 
the better to perſuade her, fell a calling Signor Antoni 
all the Names I could think of. The Captain, who 
took me right, immediately loaded me with Irons; and 
order'd his Men to put on Shore to land Zazde and her 
Slaves. In vain did I beg of him to leave me my Wiſe, 
or elſe throw me on Shore along with her ; they only 
allow'd her the Derwis and Gabrielle for Compamions 3 
and that too, after they had ſtripp'd em all. I durſt not 


once turn my Eyes towards the Land; but ſtopp'd my 


Ears to the Outrages ſhe utter'd againſt me. Some Sea- 
men afterwards gave me ſuch an Account thereof, as de- 
feated all my Reſolutions; and Gabrielle, whom I faw 
ſome time after at Rome, had like to have made me lay 
down my Mank's Habit, not being able to bear with 
Patience all ſhe told me of the calamitous Condition 
of my Family, of which I ſhall ſpeak in its proper 


Place. 


We ſet Zaide and her Companions on Shore, five 


Miles from Patras; and the fine Weather continuing to 
favour us, we diſcover'd Sicily after three Days Sail. 


Moſt of the Slaves that made their Eſcape with me, were 
Ttalians or Malteſe, But among them was a French

| born at Agde in Languedoc, a very honeſt Fellow, to 


a whom I owe my Life; for he hinder'd the ungrateful

y dertake my Murder; and to put his black Enterprize in 


r Execution, he had reſolv'd, ſome time before we came to

5 us, to throw us over- board. The Frenchman was one of 
\. dhe Conſpirators, and had promis d to join and aſſiſt the 
*. others; but having landed, with Part of our Company, 
ut by reaſon the Wind was come contrary, he defir'd me to 
call Pietrocio, (for that was the Name Mariala then went 
# by) and come to him. Then ſtepping aſide, he told me, 
it That he was going to communicate a Secret of the laſt

"© Thanks to God, for vouchſafing to deliver me from ſs 
_ imminent a Danger; and promis d to adhere only to him, 


4 therefore ſave ourſelves, ſaid I to my Deliverer, and avoid 
_ theſe Barbarians, who thirſt after our Blood, as well as 
per our Eſtates. ----My Companions conſenting, we imme 
diately made from the Sea Coaſt, travell'd up into the 
* Country all Night, and by Break of Day were got about 
thirteen or fourteen Miles from the Sea. ſide: But that 


Journey coſt me all the Skin of my Feet; and poor Pie- 
trocio was ſo lame, he could ſcarce ſtand. Being ſtill in 
dur Tark;j/o Habits, we were in Fear every Moment, leſt 
. Van h ; G any 
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[ deliver'd thoſe Miſcreants from the wretchedeſt Slavery, 
and provided Riches enough to ſatisfy em, and ſend em 


and to break with all the reſt of the World. -----Let us 
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any one ſhould meet us, and raiſe the neighbouring Vi 
lages upon us, Whoſe Inhabitants, we knew, would uſe 
us very roughly, and ſtrip us of every Rag of our Cloaths: 
| J had a very fine Diamond about me, a Girdle quite co- 
c vered with Turquois Stones, and about ſome two or three 
| hundred Szquirs in Money; and tho? this was nothing in 
Compariſon of what I had left in the Brigantine, yet 1 
was ſo glad I had eſcap'd Captain Antonios perfidious 
Deſign, that I had no Regard either to my Wearineſs, 
or to my Loſs. I deſir'd Monſieur Iſnard, my French- 
man, to go to the next Village, and buy Cloaths for 
Pietrocio and me, while we ſtaid for him in an old ruin'd 
Houſe, which we ſhew'd him. Having given him the 
Money requiſite for this Purpoſe, he executed his Com- 
miſſion with ſo much Dexterity and Addreſs, that he re- 
turn'd in the Evening with ſeven or eight Ells of coarſe 
Woolen Cloath, and ſome Linen, and other Things ſuf- 
ficient to make us three a Suit of Seamens Cloaths each. 
Nor had he forgot Bread and Wine for our Inſides, while 
he took ſuch Care of our Outſides. He inform'd us 
farther, that we were in the Territories of Lagoſta, and 
that it was but four Days Journey thence, by Land, to 
Meſſina, and one Day's Voyage by Sea. We made it our 
firſt Buſineſs to prepare our Tar-Dreſſes; and, for that 
End, tarry'd three Days in the ruin'd Houſe, which be- 
ing ſituate on the Top of a little Hill, gave us a. charm- 
ing Proſpe& of the Sea, and of every the leaſt Veſſel 
that approach'd the Land. In that time, Pietrocio ſewing 
extremely well, and ard being not far behind him in 
that Art, our Cloaths were finiſh*d, and we were com- 
plete Sailors. The Day after we had run away from our 
Brigantine, we perceiv'd her to-return to the very Bay 
in which we landed; and the Fear I was in, left that 
curſed Crew ſhould come in queſt of us, made me very 
impatient till Hard was return'd from the Village I had 
ſent him to. As ſoon as he arriv'd, we told him the 
Grounds of our Apprehenſions; but he inſpir'd us with 
freſh Courage; for, being an excellent Pilot, and skill'd 
in all the Parts of Navigation, he aſſur'd us, that the 
Brigantine had been obliged to put back upon thoſe 
Coaſts, by reaſon ſhe had, while at Sea, met _ 4 
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that it would be impoſſible for her to budge from thence, 


before the Wind chopp'd about. This Anſwer gave us fo 


great Satisfaction, that we flept more ſecurely than we 
had done before. As ſoon as it was Day, to Work we 
went, all three, upon our Cloaths; and arriving, the 


third Day, at a Village three Leagues from our Ruins, 


we there receiv'd Advice, that a Turi Galley had 
brought on Shore a Brigantine of Slaves, who had 
made their Eſcape from Patras. And this News 
was brought thither but the Day before, by one of 
the Slaves who had the good Fortune to give the In- 
fdels the Slip.

At laſt we arriv'd at Lagoſta, which Town 
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Sea-fide ; Pohphemus's Den, and the great Shelf, that is 


reported to be the Rock which that Giant pluck'd from 
the Mountain, to eruſh Aczs. _ This Place is ſituate upon 


one of the pleaſanteſt Coaſts in the Univerſe ; and its 
Inhabitants are very courteous, and good Muſicians, 
'There are but few Noblemen among 'em ; but then the 
Burghers are ſo polite and aecompliſnh'd, that I forgot all 
the Fatigues of my Journey, upon the agreeable Re- 
ception they gave us. f 8 

We pretended to be Sicilian Seamen caſt away; for 
we had no Marks of the Turk, having bury'd our 
Cloaths in the Ruins which we had juſt before made our 
Lodgings. So having tarry'd at Largfa ſeven or eight 
Days, to reſt our weary Limbs, we then ſet out by Land 
for Meſſina, where we arriv'd after a Journey of three 
Days. 8 | 

The firſt thing I did after I came to Mina, was to 
go directly to the Church-door, not daring to enter that 
holy Place: There I kneel'd, and return'd my hearty 
Thanks to God; acknowledging Fe/us Chrift for my 
Lord and Saviour, and imploring his Pardon for the 
Scandal I might have brought upon the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion, by my feign'd Apoſtaſy. This done, I repair d 


to the Biſhop's Palace, and having given him a Relation 


of my Adventures, I begg'd of him, that he would be 
Pleas'd to reconcile me to the Church; and aſſur'd him, 
that my Apoſtaſy was more to be attributed to Weak- 
neſs than Wickedneſs. The Reverend Prelate granted 
my Requeſt, and finding me very well inſtructed in the 
Myſteries of our Religion, and intirely perſuaded of its 
Truth, order'd me a Retirement and Probation only of 
eight Days; aſter which he perform'd the Ceremony of 
my Reconciliation, before the Altar of Our Lady of the 
Letter, in the Cathedral. Pzetrocio found his Family 
turn'd topſy-turvy, in his ten Years Abſence. His Fa- 
ther and Mother were dead; and 'twas in vain for him 
to uſe Arguments to his Brother the Phy/ician, to per- 
ſuade him he was his Brother.

tracio met me, and embracing me, let fall: a Shower of 


and Humanity in 'em, than my neareſt Relations: By 
what evil Fate was I thrown into Bondage for the Space 
of ten Years? Or by what more cruel Deſtiny is it 
enacted, may I ſay, that upon my Return my Friends 
won't deign to look upon me; but abandoning me, force 
me to beg my Bread, or ſtarve ? I aflur'd him, 
that I would never be unmindful of the Services he had 
render'd me; and to convince him of my Sincerity, 
added, that I would moſt willingly divide what Money 1 
had between him and me. I told him at the ſame time, 
that I had ſome Thoughts. of retiring from the Clutter 
of the World into the Monaſtery. Nevertheleſs; as I 
did not very well know what to reſolve upon, I tarry'd: 
ſome Months at Maſina, in Hopes of hearing of my 
dear Lady the Marchioneſs of 7. „ before I. 
enter'd upon my fix d Courſe of Life. It was my Mif- 
fortune not to- know any particular Perſon at Naples, 
from whom I might promiſe myſelf Advices of that 
kind; but at laſt I ſtruck Acquaintance with Signor 
Citrani, a Merchant of Meſſina, who engaged to ſatisfy 
my Curioſity.

During that time, I liv'd a very pleaſant and 
Jovial Life. Pzetrocio's excellent Voice had recommended 
him to the Governor, who, having heard the Account he 
gave of himſelf, ſoon oblig'd his Relations to own him 3 
and as he, by this means, became familiar with the No- 
bility, I was preſent at all their Diverſions.

enough to maintain myſelf in that Figure for ſix Months. 
The Defign I had of retiring, in a {mall time, into the 
Monaſtery, made me very laviſh of my Gold, and care- 
leſs whether I could get more or not; inſomuch that I 
made nothing to give Entertainments, and went a ſere- 
nading the Ladies, for whom I pretended a paſſionate 
Affection. I aſſum'd the Title of the Marquis Piroti, 

and then firſt learnt, that Money will give a Man what 
Figure he pleaſes to take. Mean time, three Months 
were already paſs'd, fince young Citrani went for Naples; 

and tho' I went to his Father's every Day, could hear 
nothing of him, or my dear Marchioneſs. At laſt they 
told me, he had been like to die, but that: he was now 
expected home in about a Week. No ſooner, therefore, 
did I hear of his Return, but I ran to embrace him; 
and asking him, as foon as I had an Opportunity, how 
my Lady did ? he gave me to underſtand, I was unfor- 
tunate; and that the Things he had to tell me, would 
require more Time than he could ſpare that Night, by 
reaſon he had a great deal of Company in the Houſe; 
and therefore deſir'd me to meet him the next Morning, 
in the Cloiſters of the Cordeliers, where he would give 
me the whole Relation. I was to ſup that Night with 
the Governor ; and we were to go upon the Water be- 
hind the Salvator, which is a Citadel at the Mouth of 
the Harbour, the Gardens there being the moſt charm- 
ing of all Sicih.

Every one appear'd with an Air of Gaiety and Marth, 
and I was the only Gentleman that ſeem'd, as it Were, 
ferious, and inſenſible of the Pleaſures others 1 | 
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some Ladies, perceiving my melancholy Humour, were þ 
pleas'd to banter me about it ; and the more I endea- | 
vour'd to ſhake it off, the more it conquer'd me, and 
grew upon my Spirits. My little Widow asking me, as 
we were going back to Meſfna, what made me fo pen- - 
five and thoughtful ? inſtead of making her a brisk An- 
ſwer, which might have excus'd me, and given her Sa- x 
tisfaction, I was ſuch a Fool as to tell her, Thad a Fit a 
of the Colic, which very much diſcompos'd me. That 
Anſwer was ſufficient to make me the Subject of the 
Ladies Raillery all the Way home: And the young 
Widow, not having a real Affection for me, reſolv'd to 
divert herſelf at my Expence. Accordingly, reaching 4 
our Lodgings about Twelve o' Clock at Night, by that = 
time I was half undreſs'd, one came to tell me, that a $4 
Man at the Door wanted to ſpeak with me about earneſt - 4H 
Buſineſs. I bad my Landlord defire the Man to come . 
up; but how like a Fool did I look, when I'faw an 
Apothecamꝭ's Apprentice pulling a Gliſter-pipe out of his 8 
Pocket, and beſeeching me to lie down a little, and he - * nn 
would do the Jobb in the Twinkling of an Eye? 1 | 
thank'd him for his Remedy, but told him I had no 
occaſion for it. The more reſolute I appear'd not to 
take it, the more the Fellow redoubled his Inſtances to - 
( MW. prevail with me to do it. At laſt I got rid of him, with 
much ado ; but could not, for my Life, make him tell 
me whence he came. Well; I was no ſooner laid down + 
in my Bed, but they rapp'd at my Door again ; and - 
asking what they wanted, they anſwer'd, That it was 
another Gliſter for me. And in this manner was 1 mn 
plagued almoſt the whole Night, not being able to take - 3 
a Wink of Sleep, for the Inſolence of thoſe Bum- peepers. 
At laſt, the tenth coming, I was reſolv'd he ſhould be 4 
the laſt; and, for that Reaſon, having lock'd my Cham- 
ber-door upon him, I clapp'd my Dagger to his Breaſt, . | 
and ſwore all the Oaths my Paſſion ſuggeſted to me, that 
if he would not do as I bad him, I'd murder him. Then 
1 commanded him to empty his Gliſter into a Cloſe-ſtool- - . * 
Pan, and drink it every Drop, out of the fame. The 
Truth is, I was ſo enraged, that if he had made but the 
katt Hefitation, I ſhould certainly have ſtabb'd him in a a 
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thouſand Places; but he ſaved his Skin, by executing 
my naſty Orders. This Action made a great Noiſe at 
Meſina; and the young Man's Maſter, the Apothecary, 
went and complain'd of the Violence done to a Member 
of the Faculty.

Coming to the Door, I ask'd for the oldeſt Ser- 
evant belonging to the Houſe ; whereupon they calld 
one Rotilio to me, who aſſur'd me, that he had been 
there from a Boy — I know him, anfwer'd I, inter- 
rupting Citrani; he is crooked, and has a ſmiling comical 
Aſpett — The ſame, reph'd he; and now Þ'l] tell you 
what paſs'd between him and me in a Converlation 
of two Hours. I open'd the Conference by aſſuring him, 
that I was come from Sicily to Naples, about Affairs of 
no leſs Importance than the Recovery of certain Papers, 
upon which the Quiet and Welfare of my whole Family 
„ depended ; and that I had receiv'd Information, that 1 
1 Mould light of Intelligence at the Count of P. 
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er the Marchioneſs, his Daughter's, which might be of 


great Service to me. I no ſooner named the Marchio 
neſs, but the poor Fellow utter d a hearty Sigh ! and 
What can you learn of the unfortunate Marchio- 


' neſs ! /aid he, ſince-the Count of P.. . , her Father, 


died of Grief, that he was not able to hear of her for” 
four Years together, before his Death. Her Spouſe has 
been in Caſtle S:. Elmo ever fince that time, to force 
from him an: Account of his Behaviour towards a Lady 
of the Marchioneſs's Prudence and Wiſdom. Tis the 
general Opinion, that ſhe was poiſon'd at Palinuro, 
where, tis certain, ſhe was, about four Vears ago, and 
whence ſhe was never ſeen to return to Naples. Her” 
Aunt diſpatch'd Meſſengers to all Parts of Europe, in 
queſt of her, and ſent her PiQtare to every Monaſtery in 
Chriſtendom, to ſee whether, poſſibly, ſhe might be ſhut © 


up in any of thoſe Places of Retirement: But all to no- 


manner of purpoſe ; and fo, in the Rum of that Lady, 
we ſee that of three or four Families involv'd ! I dehr'd >

Civility, and told 


him, I'd ſee. him again the next Day; but thought - 


myſelf under no Obligation to keep my Promiſe, by 


reaſon J had executed your Orders, and beliey'd you did * 


not deſire to know more, by the. Inſtructions you had 
given me. Two Days after, I fell ſo dangerouſly ill, 


that it was impoſſible for me to write to you, and let 
you know how far I had been ſucceſsful; and as foon » 
as ever I could bear the Litter, I reſolv d to be at home 
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ben yy, and give you this Account by Word of 
Outh. | : 

This Diſcourſe of young Citrani had made ſuch an 
Impreſſion upon me, that I was forced to fit down, to 
prevent my falling. That Gentleman, perceiving my 
Concern and Weakneſs, offer'd to aſſiſt me to the beſt of 
his Power; but I thank'd him, and deſir'd him to leave 
me alone a little, to make ſome Reflections on my un- 
happy Fate; aſſuring him, however, that I would take 
an Opportunity to wait on him, when he ſhould find 
me of a much more jovial Temper. Twas long before 
I could prevail with him to go from me; but won, at 
laſt, by my Intreaties, he went about his Buſineſs, and 
left me to take my Swing of the moſt profound Melan- 
choly that ever poſſeſs'd the Heart of Man ! I defir'd the 
Porter of the Monaſtery to let me into the Garden, 
which he did; and I was no ſooner enter'd, but, be 
lieving myſelf at Liberty, and out of the Ear of all the 
World, I began to utter the moſt paſſionate Complaints! 
I call'd to mind all the Misfortunes of my whole Life ! 
curs'd my Fate a thouſand times! and ten thouſand times 
the Day of my Birth! and expreſs'd my Miſeries in a 
manner capable of moving Pity in the hardeſt and moſt 
obdurate Heart! | 


It was almoſt Night, and I was ſtill walking about, 


and had eat nothing all Day; when the ſame honeſt Por- 


ter that had let me into the Garden, came and told me 
I muſt go out; for he was order'd to ſhut the Gate. I 
readily did as he would have me, and returning him 
Thanks for his Civility, made ſhift to creep home to my 


Lodgings. I was no ſooner arriv'd, but went to bed, 


and defir'd my Landlord to tell no Perſon where I was 
for ſeveral Spaniſb Officers of the Gariſon us'd to come 
thither, who were capable of great Crimes, "and greater 
Debaucheries. I had din'd with 'em ſeveral times, in 
the Inn, without knowing any thing of their Courſe of 
Life ; and happen'd once to be in- their Company, upon 


an Occaſion, wherein had we been taken, we had every 


Man of us been ſeverely trounc'd. 
_ Thoſe brave Gentlemen, very ill paid by the King of 


paix, to ſupport the Diguity of their Poſts, and the 


vain Titles they aſſume to themſelves, upon their Ar- 
rival in a ſtrange Country, where they are not known, 
take all manner of Methods to get Money. They had 
form'd, among themſelves, a Society of Pzck-pockets of 
all ſorts of Trades and Profeſſions; as Notaries, Attor- 
neys, Lock-ſmiths, Joiners, Maſons, Taylors, &c. The 
Notaries inform'd the Gang what Money particular 
Perſons receiv'd 3 the Lock-/miths made double Keys 
to all the Locks they made; the Foiners told the 
Contrivance and Workmanſhip of all the Cabinets, 
Scritores, and Wardrobes they ſold. And thus they 
play'd, as it were, a ſure Game; and nothing was heard 
of at Meſina, but Roberies, the Authors whereof 
could never be diſcover'd. They met every Evening 
in certain By-parts of the City, and the Time of 
their Rendezvous was when the Cordeliers Bell rang 
Twelve at Night. That Troop of 'Thieves was com- 
pos'd of twenty Perſons, one of whom was their 
Captain, and made as great a Figure as moſt Gentlemen 


of the City. Every Night that they went upon an En- 
terprize, they ſupp'd together, and then went, as they 


call'd it, boſcar la vita, to get their Livelihood. "The 
Robbery being committed, what they had taken, was 


carry'd to the Captain's, and there exactly divided into 


Shares, every Man's according to his Rank and Abi- 
lities; and thus, after they had made themſelves merry 
at the Expence of others, whom they had reduc'd to 
Miſery, they all departed very well fatisfy*d with their 
Booty. I had contracted a kind of Friendſhip with the 
Captain of this honourable Society, whoſe Name was Don 


Juan Ladones, a Native of Seville, but who had liv'd act 


Meſina almoſt from his Childhood. That Gentleman 


had got ſo much Money by his Villainies, that he had 


purchas'd a magnificent Palace, and furniſt'd it as richly 
as the Viceroy's. He never affected the marry'd State, 
but contented himſelf with a Seraglio of the prettieſt 
Wenches he could procure from all Parts of the Iſland. 
And yet this Arch-villain, who had bought an Eſtate of 
| 10000 Crowns a Year, out of the Money he had ſtoln, 

was look' d upon, by the whole City, as the moſt chari- 
table and deyout Captain that ever wore a _ 3 
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Officer of the Spaniſb Gariſon told he, one Day, that he 
would introduce me into the Company and Acquaintance | 
of an honeſt Gentleman; and that if I had no Eſtate in 
Town, or- could not get in my Rents, I ſhould meet 
with ſuch Reſſources and Services in that Friend, as,. 
perhaps, I could light of no-where elſe. 

The Thoughts I had entertain'd of .the-Misfortunes 
which had befallen my dear Lady at Naples, join'd with. 
the Inclination I ever had of making myſelf new Friends, 
ſoon determin'd me to accept the Propoſal, and become 
acquainted with this pretended Gentleman. According. 
1y, the Day was appointed, and we went to wait upon 
him at Dinner. His. Converſation was extremely mo- 
deft, and ran moſtly upon the Pleaſure of one Friend's 
doing another a Kindneſs. He related to me all the Ad- 
ventures of his Vouth; and told me, he ſhould think. 
himſelf obliged to me, if, in Return, I would give 
him ſome Account of my Life ; for he fanſy'd, by my 
Looks, he ſaid, there had been ſomething extraordinary 
in it, and that I had run through ſeveral Dangers : But, . 
added he, Men never know themſelves till they are in 
Danger; for adventrous Deeds and Adverſities are oy: 
only Touchſtone of our Courage and Bravery. I 
ceiv'd by this, that my Gentleman had ſome Deſign i in 
View; but did not know, at that time, what he would 
have with me. However, I aſſur'd him, that I'd do my- 
ſelf the Honour to wait on him at ſome other time, to 
ask his Advice concerning ſome Affairs which. I had 
under Conſideration ; and conjured him not to deny me 
that Favour. Nor can I add to the Proteſtations of 
Friendſhip he made me, in Anſwer, by offering me even 
his Houſe and Table, begging of me not to refuſe him, 
and aſſuring me of the Eſteem he had for me. Thus, it 
was not long before I made a Trial of his Generoſity. 
Two or three Days after the mortifying News which 
Citrani had brought me from Naples, preſs'd on all ſides, 
and not knowing which way to turn my Head, I met 
Don Juan coming out of the Cathedral, where he had 
been to aſſiſt at the Celebration of the Obſequies of an 
eminent Abbot lately deceas'd.

Every one had ſomething to ſay 
of this ridiculous Teſtament ; of which I ſhall not make 
a Repetition. | | 
Don Juan inform'd me of all theſe Particulars, by 
way of Converſation, or a Help to Diſcourſe; but I 
could by no means reliſh his unprofitable News, who 
was already reduc'd ſo low, as to have ſold my. laſt Shirt 
to buy Bread. The Friends I had gain'd at Mena 
during my proſperous State, in which I had made ſuch a 
Figure, now turn'd their Backs upon me, and ſcorn'd to 
own the Marquis Prot: ! Pietrocio was gone to the Prin- 
ceſs R . . . .*s at Rome, where he had a very good Salary, 
and had written to me, deſiring I would come to him, 
and aſſuring me he would have as much Regard to my 
Fortune as his own. But I now found myſelf pennyleſs, 
and, conſequently, not in a Condition to undertake that 
Journey ; and beſides, I could not reſolve to go into 
a Country where I had been ſo generally known, and 
where I was ſtill likely to renew my Acquaintance. In 
a word, I had a ſtrong Fancy to try whether Don Jus 
Offers of Service were ſincere or not. I told him, That 
if he'd pleaſe to permit me to wait on him home, I had 
ſomewhat of Secret to impart to him, which I could not, 
without ſome Inconvenience, put off to another time, 
He immediately offer'd me a Place in his Coach; and 
we were no ſooner come into his Parlour, but I made 
known to him my Neceſſity, and what Occafion I had 
for Relief.

A Man of Parts 
never meets with the leaſt Difficulty ; and 'tis, indeed, 
a Trade for Men of Wit and Spirit. ----How:. did I long 
to know that happy Trade, which was to make me flow 
in Riches! I aſſur'd him, that he never had an apter 
Scholar, nor one endued with a better Will.----I am go- 
ing to tell it you, reph'd he; hear me therefore, and 
conſider well of all that I ſhall fay. „ 
Do you know, that God is great, and that he is good 
and wiſe? Yes, very ſurely, /azd J. If you know that, 
_— anſwer d he, then you ought to know, that as he is great, 
1 his Power made the whole World, and all that is there- 
= in: As he is good, he was pleasd to make all that is 
5s made for the Uſe of Man, who is his Child, and his 
wa Image: And as he is wiſe, he has diſpens'd all Things 
4 to Mankind, according to their ſeveral Conditions and 
Tl Employs. Twas at firſt deſign'd, by the Wiſdom of 
= God, that all Things ſhould be in common among his 
Children; but Force and Violence, and Injuſtice, have 
1 eluded his noble Deſigns; and hence proceeded that 
horrid Medley of Poverty and Riches which now we 
ſee. The ſame Wiſdom, to puniſh the unjuſt Uſurpa- 
tion of the Rich, has infuſed a Spirit of. Induſtry and 
Cunning into the 2//utrisus Poor; and this is the Cha- 
nel by which Riches flow ſo ſmooth and glib from the 
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 fity. This Induſtry and Addreſs which People have to 
get Money by, is call'd, by the Miſers and Tyrants,Reb- 
bery, Felony, Knavery, Villainy, and what not? but 
among Men of Parts, tis ycleped Addreſs, Ingenuity, 
Cunning, and a thouſand other prettyNames, which fait 
that incomparable Trade. The Rich, who have bought, 
at a high Rate, the Power of committing Injuſtice with 
Impunity, don't love this kind of Addreſs, and puniſh 
it ſometimes a little too ſeverely. But for one that they 
hang, a thouſand eſcape the Gallows 5 for Judges have 
never order'd Reſtitution to be made of Things taken 
with a bonne grace. „ a 7. 
How, Sir! /aid T to that Satanical Maſter, would you - 
have me turn Thief, becauſe I am poor! I'd rather die 
a thouſand Deaths, than it ſhould once enter into my 
Thought! No; I'Il periſh with Hunger firſt! and the 
very Idea of that Crime frightens me, and makes me 
tremble for Fear! Who ſpoke a Word of Thieving, or 
of Crimes? anſwered he, with a failing Countenance: 
Twould be a fine Thing indeed, if T4#ing dextroufly 
wherewithal to keep Body and Soul together, ſhould be 
counted Robbery ! On the contrary, tis to fulfil the De- 
ſign of Providence, which is, that we ſhould wort fer 
our Living. Now, you have no other Trade to get your 
Living by, than that pf Taking ; and therefore you muſt 
have recourſe to that, if you deſign to live.

had got a good Dinner in my Belly, but where to 
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Women, or People without Spirit I muſt needs ſay;

Lock, or cut the thickeſt iron Bar aſunder. At laſt I 
reſolv'd to put on the Habit of a Canon; and according- 
Iy, having dreſs'd myſelf in a Caſſock, and a Mohair 


.Gown, I took a fine ſmooth File, and an Inſtrument to 


remove a Stone or Door withal, and away I went. But 


I did not forget a Dagger, to defend myſelf in caſe of 


Need; for I was reſolv'd never to let 'em take me alive. 


At the Hour of Complin I went to the Cathedral, and 


deſird the Chaplain to confeſs me. The good old 
Prieſt, who was, at leaſt, ſixty Vears of Age, granted 


my Requeſt, and heard me with abundance of Charity. 
I begg'd he would do me the Favour to tell me, whether 


I could ſay Maſs, the next Morning by Break of Day, 
in the Chapel of Our Lady of the Letter; becauſe, 1 


told him, J was to ſet out very early upon a Journey of 


great Conſequence, and would leave him Money. to lay

ſo many Maſſes a Day for me, till my Return, whick 
would be in five or fix Months. I obtain'd all that I 


demanded ;. the Church was open'd at Five in the Morn- 


ing; and I came off in this Enterprize with flying Co- 
lours. I had obſery'd, before I ſpoke to the Chaplain, 
a Chapel wherein there was an empty Altar; and pre- 
tending to go into the ſame, I firſt took care to hide my 
Implements, and then myſelf, till I was ſatisfy'd the 
Church doors were lock'd for that Night. Then ereep- 
ing out of my Hole, to put my abominable Deſign in 
Execution, I was fſeiz'd with Remorſe of Conſcience at 
the Execrableneſs of the Fact; inſomuch that I waver'd 
in my Reſolution, and, what with the Fear of God, 


what with that of falling into the Hands of Men, ſuf- 


pended the Commiſſion of it for above an Hour. At laſh, 
conſidering the deplorable State to which I was reduced, 
] made a Vow to God, that if 1 eſcap'd but that Dan- 
ger, I'd never expoſe my Life again, but retire from the 
World, in which I had met with ſo many fatal Accidents. 
Thus, having long hearken'd to the Reproaches of a 
tender Conſcience on one hand, and the preſſing Reaſons 
of Neceſſity and Miſery on the other, I, at length, took 
Courage, lighted a wax Candle at the Lamp, and went 


directly to the Chapel where the Abbot had been bury'd. 


The Stone not being yet fix'd, I found no great Difficulty 
in removing it; but ſoon: got to the Coffin, and, conſe- 
quently, to the Body. I preſently ſtripp'd it of its Or- 


naments, but found the Fingers ſwelld ſo extremely, 


that it was impoſſible for me to get off the Ring, what- 
ever I could do. Being impatient till I had gone thro?- 


ſtitch with my Work, 1 whipt a Knife out of my Poc- 


ket, and cut off the Finger; ſo taking the Ring, his 
Pectoral Croſs, and fome Pearls that were upon his Mitre, 


I got up into the Chapel, put the Stone over the Grave 


again, and return'd under the ſame Altar where I had 


hid myſelf before. Tis impoſſible I ſhould tell you, 
how long and tireſome that Night ſeem'd to me; but it 
was in the Month of December, and tho? it is at no time 


very piercing in. S$:cz/y, yet I was never ſenſible of ſo 
much Cold in my whole Life. At laſt, the Chaplain 


coming to Church at Five o'Clock, I got out the next

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Moment, and went to the Veſtry to bid the good old 
Man Good-morrow. I defir'd him to get every thing 
ready to ſay Maſs, while I went back to my Inn, to fetch 
my Purſe, and give him the Money. I went out much 
better pleas'd than I came in, and ran directly to Don 
Juan s, to let him know what I had done, and, at the 
ſame time, to deliver him his Cloaths, his Inſtruments, 
and my Booty. He embraced me very heartily, made me 
ſtay to drink Chocolate with him, and told me out a hun- 
dred Spaniſb Piſtoles. He afterwards aſſur'd me, that he 
already lov'd me more than all the reſt that ever he em- 
ploy'd; and that if I was wiſe, he would take care to. 


find me Buſineſs upon the like Occaſions, whereby | 


might get conſiderable Sums every Year. I return'd him 
hearty Thanks for his Affection, and went home to my 
Inn, to lie down upon my Bed, as well to reſt myſelf, as 
to keep out of the Sight of Perſons of my Acquaintance. 
The Chaplain of the Cathedral, having waited a long 
while, and finding I did not come to Maſs, at laſt grew. 
impatient, and began to miſtruſt, as the Inhabitants of 


Szcity are naturally apt to do. He fanſy'd, that either 


I had a mind to commit ſome Robbery in the Church, 
er that I had already done it; and therefore went peer- 
ing about in all the Chapels; and perceiving, that the 
Stone of the Abbot's Grave had been mov'd, ſuſpeQted: - 
that ſomebody might have robb'd the dead Man of h- 
Jewels. He preſently went and communicated his 
Thoughts to ſome Canons, who were then in the Veſtry; 
and theſe having view'd the Place, and order'd the Grave- 
digger to put an End to their Doubts, he aſſur'd them, 


that the Abbot had neither his Croſs nor Ring; that 


the Finger he wore it upon was cut off; and that more- 


over, he had found a Knife ſtain'd with the Marks of 
that bloody Operation. A Court of juſtice aſſembled 
upon the Spot, which having drawn up a verbal Procels- 
againſt me, caus'd Papers to be affix d in all the Corners 


of the City, promiſing a great Reward to any who ſhould 


diſcover the Author of that Villainy : For 'tis the Cuſtom 
in /taly, when they have a mind to rid themſelves of a 
Man, to ſet a Price upon his Head; and by this means, 


abundance of poor Wretches are drawn in to hunt their 
8 Fellows, 
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Fellows, who often put up the Innocent in that inhu -; 
man Chace. This deteſtable Invention is attributed to 
Pope Sixtus V. who, to clear Italy of the Banditti that 
infeſted the Roads, and render'd 'em impracticable, in- 
duc'd 'em, by Rewards, to maflacre one another. A 
thouſand Crowns, therefore, were offer'd as a Reward 
to any one who ſhould diſcover, me; and the Chaplain 
had given ſo exact and natural a Deſcription of me, 
that I was forced to fly for Refuge to Don Juan s, for 
fear any one ſhould view me too narrowly. 'Tho? the 
Prieſt's Habit, which I had put on, was a ſufficient Diſ- 
guiſe for me, yet, as the Saying is, A guilty Conſeience 
#:ceds no Accuſer 3 and therefore I told Don Juan, That he 
muſt hide me, till the Storm was a little over. He 
aſſur d me, that it was very agreeable to him, to ſee 
that I could repoſe a Confidence in him ; and, without 
any more ado, ſhew'd me an Apartment, where the De- 
vil himſelf would never have look'd for me. Don 
Juan had afterwards a mind to inform himſelf of the 
Reports which were ſpread about this Affair at Mena; 
and underſtanding that the Governor caus'd an extraars 
dinary narrow Search to be made, he was afraid, that, 
to diſcover the Authors of the Robbery, Application 
would be made to Conjurers; and fo reſolv'd, left Inti - 
mation ſhould be given concerning him and his repeated 
Villainies, to rid himſelf of me by Poiſon. But I was 
ſav'd by an old Woman, who liv'd in his Houſe, and 
who, during his Abſence, came frequently to talk with 
me. I fanſy ſhe had formerly been the Accomplice of 
= nis Crimes, and ſo, being, of Conſequence, acquainted 
5 with Don Juan's cruel Temper, ſuſpected I was in the 
it Condemn'd Hole. I had long obſerv'd her to grieve 
2 and complain of my ill Fortune, and often repeat, Che 
ff Peccato ! What a Sin is this! And being, beſides, pre- 
d poſſeſs'd with the wicked and irreligious Life of my Land- 
8 lord, a thouſand frightful Thoughts came into my 
85 Mind; but not being willing to make known my De- 
8 ſign to that old Woman, I ask'd her Leave only to ſtep 
into the Garden for a Moment. As ſhe had receiv'd no 
Preciſe Orders, ſhe told me, nobody hinder'd me. Go- 
ing down, therefore, and perceiving the Street-door half 
| open, 
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open, I ran out of that diſmal Houſe, and went 
whither my good Angel directed l my Steps > for I 


was uncapable of taking any Reſolution. Preſsd by 
the Fear of Death, and Remorſe of Conſcience, I 


fanſy'd the Officers at my Heels every Step I took. 


The firſt Church I came at, in I went, all in a Fright, 
without conſidering where I was. "Twas a happy | 


Turn for me, that this happen'd to be Juſt about Noon, 


when very few People were in the Streets, and nobody 
took Notice of my Confuſion. A little after I had been 
in the Church, I found it was the Cordeliers; and throw- 


ing myſelf upon my Knees before the holy Sacrament, 
I fanſy'd that God ſpoke to me, and order'd me to 
ſerve him in the monaſtic State, into which he had 
fo often call'd me. Accordingly, I went to the Porter, 


and deſir'd him to direct me to the Superior; but how _ 
was I ſurpris'd, when I ſaw it was Father Carhs di 


Meſfina, for whom I had maintain'd Theſes, under Fa- 
ther Laurea, at Rome, during the General Chapter! 


Nor was it long before he knew me again, and having 
embraced me very tenderly, and offer'd to do me all the 


Service that lay in his Power, I deſir'd him to confeſs 


me. He granted my Requeſt, and I thence took Oc- 


caſion to let him know the preſent Circumſtances of my 
Affairs, and the Reaſons that had obliged me to ſeek 
for Shelter among them. He comforted me very 
much, lamented my evil Deſtiny, and determin'd me 
abſolutely to take the Cordeliers Habit, by aſſuring me, 
that ſo he would ſecure me from all the Misfortunes to 
which I was reduc'd by a hard and cruel Fate. I 
obey'd him, and the Day for my aſſuming the Habit 


having been appointed by the Provincial, I took that 
of St. Francis, at One o' Clock in the Morning, on St. 


Bernard's Day, preſently after the Monks had been at 


Matin. The next Day, I was ſent to Catanea, to 
make my Noviciate; and had not been there two Months, 
before 1 underſtood what a cruel Execution Don Tran, 


and fifteen of his Accomplices, had juſtly ſuffer'd. I 
return'd hearty Thanks to God, that he had vouchſafed 


do call me to himſelf, and ſnatch'd me as a Firebrand 
out of the Fire, by delivering me from ſo evident'a 
19 | | | Danger: 
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Danger: And my preſent State then ſeem'd to me the nn 
happieſt in the World. Tis true, I was named in Don 
Fuan's Confeſſion, wherein he impeach'd me of robbing 
the deceas'd Abbot : But as he did not know my true 
Name, Which I always conceal'd, and I was. now, be- 
ſides, in a State which every body was ignorant of, ex- 
cept Father Superior 4: Meſina, I remain'd very eaſy, 
and finiſſi d my Nowiczate with all the Joy and Satisfaction 
imaginable. | 5 5 

And here, I think, it may not be improper to tell 
you how Don Juan happen d to be diſcover d. Going 
to the Cathedral, to hear what People ſaid of the Rob- 
bery, he found em viewing the Knife with which I 
had cut off the Abbot's Finger: He knew that it was 
made by the Cutler of his Gang of Rogues; and bluſhing 
at the Sight of it, as if he had been guilty of the Fact, 
it was taken Notice of by an able Phyſiognomiſt, whom 
the Governor had ſent thither, on purpoſe to obſerve 
all that ſhould come to that Place. The Penetration of 
the Phyſiognomiſt prov'd not vain; he follow'd the 
Gentleman, ſaw him take Coach, and go home; and 
placing himſelf at one Corner of the Street, to watch 
who went in and out of that Houſe, he had not waited 
a Quarter of an Hour, before he ſaw a Footman go gut, 
and return again in a Moment, with the Curler. This 
Circumſtance ſo heighten'd the Suſpicion of the Spy, 
that he went directly to the Governor, and told him, 
that he made ſhrewd Conjectures concerning the Thief; 
and that he muſt ſend and ſeize ſuch a Perſon and all, his 
Domeſtics, and then ſearch the Houſe narrowly, from 
Top to Bottom.

was it longer doubted, but Don Juan had been the Ma- 
ſter- Receiver of all the Felonies that had been committed 
at Meſſina for twenty Years paſt, They obliged him to 
declare his Accomplices, among whom he did not forget 
to name me by my ſuppos'd Name: But I was then fe- 
cure enough. Mean time, the Recital of this Story did 
not fail, at firſt, of making ſome Impreſſion upon me, 
and giving me a little Fright; but this, however, was 
afterwards turn'd into Joy, that I was not of the Num- 
ber of thoſe unhappy Wretches, whom, from Port, I 
beheld ſuffering a nuſerable Wreck. =. 

Scarce had I finiſh'd my Newiciate, but Father Carlu 


ſent me an Obedientia, to go and teach Philoſophy at 


Naples, where I held a Courſe thereof, to the entire Sa- 
tisfaction of Cardinal C.. ., who, not knowing me, 
was pleaſed to declare, that he had a particular Inclina- 
tion to do me Service. But his Protection, which yielded 
me ſome Relief in the World, drew upon me the Envy. 
of the Monks. As I had applied myſelf, during my 
Lectures, to read the Opinions of the modern Philoſo- 
phers, and was particularly deſirous to penetrate into the 
Science of Judicial Aſtrology, and the Cabala, ſome 
ignorant Fellows, before whom I had declared my Senti- 
ments concerning thoſe Sciences, took Occaſion to cen- 
ſure me, and got me ſeverely reprimanded by the Pro- 
vincial, who forbad me thoſe Sciences. But this not con- 
tenting em, they made me paſs among the Seculars for 
a Fool, and a conceited Coxcomb, skill'd in nothing but 
the 4rt Magic. 1 was then above five-and-twenty Years 
old, and could not endure the Thoughts of entering into 


Orders. The Superior having often exhorted me ſo ta 


do, and finding me averſe to ſuch: an Undertaking, was 
reſolv'd, at laſt, to deprive me of my Lecture, and to, 
ſend me a begging with a Lay-Brother. Tis impoſſible 
for me to expreſs what a Rage I was in, when they came. 
and told me the Provincial's Order: I began then to be 
ſenſible of the wrong Step I had taken in becoming a 
Monk, and ſelling my Liberty. As I had no other Call 


to the Monaſtery than my Fear, Repentance and Morti- 
fication had not yet been able to ſtifle my natural Inclina-

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| cork, However, after Abundance of Prayers and Tears, 
ſubmitted to the Superior, in Hopes of finding, in the 
Liberty I ſhould have of going abroad into the City, an 
} Opportunity of Revenge, and of making myſelf Known. 

t Cardinal C... . was gone a Journey to Rome, upon ac- 

F count of the Creation of Pope Hunocent XI. fo that I had

not ſeen him in all my Troubles. No ſooner, therefore, 
was J told of his Arrival, but I haſten d to the Palace, to 
make him my Compliments. He was then giving Au- | 
dience to ſeveral Lords, who were come to wait on 
him; and I was told, he would be at: the Theſes . 
11 that were to be held by the Dominicans of Santa Maria. 
0s I had taken care to make my Brother Mendicant my Bo- 
ſom-friend, and he had all my Concerns ſo much at 
Heart, that, for his ſake, I was reconciled to the Trade 
of Begging. Aſſur'd of his Friendſhip, I defir'd him 
to leave me alone, to revenge the Affronts they had put 
upon me, and to ſay we had loſt one another at ſuch. a —- 
time. I waited till the Hour appointed for beginning {8 
the Theſes; and underſtanding that the Arguments were 
already open'd, I went in boldly, with my Wallet on my 18 N 
Back, and placed myſelf before the Monk of my Orderr,w 
who was to diſpute. I rally'd him very handſomely, — _ 1 
and turn'd his firſt Argument into ſo much Ridicdle, , 
that knowing me, and not having Brains or Learning 
enough to confute me, he broke off at his ſecond: 8 y- 
logiſm, and could not, for his Life, utter another Word. 
At that I ſtood up, and having demanded leave of the 
Aſſembly to take my Brother's Place, whom, I pre- 
tended, ſome . unforeſeen - Accident, and not Ignorance, 
had filenc'd, I reſum'd his Argument, and, with my 
Wallet upon my Shoulder, led my Diſputant fuch a a 
Dance, that he was quite confounded, and could mak 
me no other Anſwer, than by abuſive Language. This 9 
Action made a great Noiſe among the Monks; fox 
which Reaſon I went and threw mylelf at the Cardinal's 
Feet, and demanded his Protection; which he not only 
readily granted me, but took me home in his Coach, 
and ſent Word to the Superior, that he was anſwerable 
for me, and that his Palace ſhould be my Convent. 
Thereupon the Superior came to wait upon his Eminence, 
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_ to reclaim me, and deſir d him not to give Shelter to ſuch 
1 a wicked Monk, who made uſe of the Magic Art to

was but an ignorant, conceited Fellow. The Cardinal, 
who was a Gentleman of excellent Parts, and knew 
What Tricks the Monks were capable of, promis'd the 
Superior to examine into that Affair; and taking me 
aſide, laid his Commands upon me, to tell him the I ruth. 
J was thinking, at firſt, to imitate the Silence of Je 
Cbriſt before Pontius Pilate; but conſidering I Was repre- 
ſented to the Cardinal, as a proud, conceited Cox- 
comb, was afraid that ſuch a Behaviour in me would 
make an ill Impreſſion on the Mind of my Protector. 
Having therefore related the whole Hiſtory of my Life 
to him, except changing the Names of my Father and 
other Relations, I brought over the Cardinal entirely to 
my Intereſts, and made him laugh at the Malice and 
Wickedneſs of my Enemies. . 
1 am apprehenſive, that in writing theſe Memoirs, 
People will blame me, for ſpeaking, with too great 
Freedom, of the Monaſtic Life. And I am ſo much 
the amore liable to Suſpicion, in that I write em in a 
Place which affords but an indifferent Notion of any 
thing that concerns Religion: But I call Heaven and 
Earth to witneſs, that I have no Deſign to decry' that 
State, either in general, or particular. There ate wile,

This Letter being communicated to me, I found my- 
{elf under a ſtrong Temptation to go and be Profeſſor at 
Rome, as being of Opinion, that that was the likelieft

Satisfaction, than to my Intereſt. He perceiv'd my Sen- 
timents by my ill Humour, and ſo, without ſaying ane- 


ther Word to me, wrote to the Protector to ſend the 


Obedientia he had propos d. Nor was it long before [ 
receiv'd it. I et out with Abundance of Joy, and taking

my Leave of the Cardinal, he wild me good Succely 
and bad me remember his Advice. ; 
How apt are young Perſons to Auer eee 
hen they imprudently reject the Counſel of grave and 
judicious Men, even ſuch as Age has furniſt'd with a 
long Experience of the World! J ſoon found, that 
I had fooliſhly flatter'd and chous'd myſelf, by entertain - 
ing ſuch fond Ideas: For no ſooner was J arriv'd at 
Nome, in Company with Signor Barberini, but I per- 
oeiv'd an Air of Coldneſs, which gave me ſome Preſages 
of the wrong Step I had taken, and of the Misfortunes 
which afterwards befel me. He told me in the Evening, 
that he would cauſe my Obedientia to be read in a full 
Chapter, and bad me therefore be preſent; thereat. . 1 
readily obey'd him, and went; but how was I con- 
founded, to hear myſelf ſentenc'd as a Rebel and Fo- 
menter of Diviſions! In a word, they condemn'd me 
to ſix Months Impriſonment; to appear three times a 
Week in the Hall, without my Cowl, while the other 
Friers were at Dinner; and, as ſoon as they had din'd, 
to receive thirty-three Laſhes of the Di/cipline, in Re- 
membrance of the Vears our Saviour liv'd among us.

to Uriah. My Preface was full of Erudition ; and the 

curious Diſſertations I made upon the Text, to explain 
the Manners of Expreſſion among the Hebrews, together- 
with my Moral and Myſtical Inferences, as well concern-- 
ing Sin as concerning the Church, gave a wonderful Re- 
putation to my Book. In a Word, that Compoſition re- 
ſtor'd me to the good Graces of Signor Banberini, who + 
rardon'd my Action at Naples, but whoſe Treachery at 
Rome J cannot to this Day forgive. The Feſtival cele- 


brated in Memory of St. Antony of Padua, approaching, 


the Monk who had been . nominated by the General (or 
Protector) to preach that Day, found himſelf at a Non- 


diately ſtanding up, I made my Reverence to the Aſem- 


bly, and demanded the Protector's leave to ſupply his 


Place, and go on upon the ſame Subject he had begun. 


My Requeſt was granted, and having firſt apologiz d for 


the Want of Memory in my Predeceſſor, I purſu'd his 


Diſcourſe in a manner which gain'd me the Applauſe of 
all the Cardinals and Princes who were preſent upon that 


„ 


in being confin'd to a Place, where I had Opportunities- 


— 


Occaſion. It may ſeem ſurpriſing, that in ſo little time, 


and without any Preparation, | ſhould ſucceed in an Un- 


dertaking of that Nature; but, as I told you before, 1 
was Under-library-keeper, and the Monk who was 
choſen to preach, compos'd his Diſcourſe in the Library. 


He told me, at firſt, the Text he had pitch'd upon; and 


as I was extremely pleas'd with it, I had a Fancy took-. 
me, to ſtudy a Sermon upon the ſame Subject; and my 
Memory being very good, I eaſily got it by Heart: And 


this nobody knew but myſelf. From that time they 


made a particular Inſtitution for great Communities: 
namely, That a ſecond Monk ſhould always be prepar d 
for the ſame Sermon, to prevent the Accidents which. 


— 
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might happen upon ſuch Occaſions. + 
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As ſoon as I came ont of the Pulpit, Cardinal Ciba ſent 
to compliment me in the Name of all their Eminences 
who were preſent at the Sermon. I receiv'd, likewiſe, 
the Compliments of the Princes Uni and Pamfilic. 
But what was more particularly agreeable to me, and had 
like to have kill'd me with Joy, was to ſee Pzetrocio 
come into my Chamber, with open Arms embracing me, 
and, in the Turiiſb Language, aſſuring me, that he was 
tranſported with the Sight of me. He blam'd me ſor 
concealing from him my Condition, and Refidence at 
Rome, and offer'd to expoſe his Life and Honour to do 
me Service. This happy Rencounter put me into a per- 
fect Ecſtaſy, and I bleſs'd God for ending all my Sor- 
rows with ſo complete a Joy. Then I defir'd Pietrocis 
to come to me again the next Morning, which he did, 
and we tarry'd together till Noon, when I was oblig'd 
to go into the Hall. Pietrocio, in that Conference, in- 
form'd me of the private Dealings between him and 
Gabrielle, who went for his Siſter, and whom he had 
fx'd at the Princeſs R.. . . s, where he liv'd himſelf, 
and had a Salary of a thouſand Crowns a Year. He 
told me, that after he left Meſina, where he had got ſome 
Money, he came to Rome, and going, one of the V hit. 
fun Holidays, to the Apollinario, defir'd Signor Cari/- 
fimi, who was look'd upon as the fineſt Mufician in Eu- - 
rope, to let him fing a Recitative of Veni Creator; that 
after he had ſo] done, that Mafter, to engage him now. 
and-then to do him the fame Favour, propos'd to re- 
commend him to the Princeſs his Miftreſs ; and that 
having conducted him to her Houſe accordingly, the 
was ſo taken with the Charmingneſs of his Voice, that 
ſhe immediately order'd him a particular Apartment in 
her Houſe, with the genteel Salary I told you above. 
I wrote to you, continud Pietrocio, to acquaint you 
with my good Fortune, and to offer you a Share in't: 
But never hearing from you again, I at laſt faniy'&you 
were dead, or that the Turks had ſent a Spy from Patras 
to carry vou off. Thus had I livid a Year and more 
in Pain, when croſſing St. Peter's Church one Day, a 
Pilgrim made up to me, and begg'd my Charity. I was 
in the moſt violent Haſte, being oblig'd to be 1

Notice of Beggars. However, as ſoon as I came home, 
the Idea of that Pilgrim ran in my Mind; I went to- 
Sleep, as the Cuſtom of the Romans is; and was no ſooner 
in a Doze, but I'dreamt, that the ſame Pilgrim came co 
me, and ask'd me, in the Tone wherein ſhe ſpoke tome” 
in the Coppice at Patras; whether I had fo ſoon forgot 
the Companion of my Slavery? I went to embrace her; 
but waking, found I had cavght nothing but the Air. 
| My Valet, who was in a little Room next to my Chamber, 
| 1 me cry out, ran to me, to learn the Occaſion. of 
| it; and finding me ſpeechleſs, and graſping at ſomething, - 
he wak'd me quite, and ask'd me, whether I was- 
ill? J made Anſwer, That I wanted nothing but Bad- 
him call a Coach, to carry me to St. Peter's, with all - 
poſſfible Speed. The Boy did as I commanded him, and 
I hurry'd away to the Vatican, thinking to meet Wich 
Gabrielle there; but my Labour was loſt for that Day 3+ 
and tho' I ask'd all the Pilgrims I met, about her, none 
of 'em could tell me any News. Then I ran to all tho 
Hoſpitals in Town, thinking to have found her in one 
of them, but to as little Purpoſe as I had before gone 
to the Vatican. Preſſed, at laſt, by my earneft Defire;- 
and perſuaded that it was Gabrielle herſelf who had ap- 
pear'd to me in the Form of a Pilgrim, I Went to all the 
Places where People ufually give Alms to the Poon, 
and found the-loſt Sheep at the Maunt off Trinity. I no 
ſooner arriv'd there, but I faw my Pilgrim, Who was, 
indeed, Gabrielle, ſpeaking to a Minim of Marſeilles, - 
named Pryiere, to Whom ſhe had made herſelf known, 
and was asking his Advice about getting home to her Re- 
lations in France. She was ſo much altered, that I could - 
hardly know her again. I waited till ſhe had done talk-- 
ing with the good Father, and it being then time to 
receive Charity, and feeing her haſten, with the reſt, to

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ſome Prince; and being deſirous to know. whenee it 


came, ſhe kept Pace with my Coach, and ſeeing me 


alight at the Princeſs R . . . . 's Pace, came up to me 
and ask'd me, what 1 wanted: with her? The Tone of 


ber Voice made it no longer a Queſtion to me, but it 
was Gabrielle; and I had a mind to try whether I ſhould 
be alſo known in my Turn ; but my Dreſs had perſe 


diſguis'd me, and my Peruque quite chang'd the Air of | + 


my Face. Having, therefore, conducted her into a Par- 


lour juſt by the Green-houſe, I ask'd her who ſhe was? 
and whence ſhe came? I bad her not be ſurpris'd at 


my Curioſity, fince the perfect Reſemblance ſhe bore to 
a Siſter of mine, whom I lov'd entirely, had made me 
very deſirous of ſpeaking with her. She then ask'd me, 
whence that Siſter came? I reply d, That ſhe came from 
Marſeilles, and that I knew her at Patras. 'Thereupon, 
Gabrielle, skreaming out, threw herſelf into my Arms, 
and fainted away, with the Word Pzetrocio! in her 
Mouth. I took this, at firſt, for nothing elſe but the 
Effect of too great Joy, and fanſy'd twould be over with 
Her in a few Moments: But, good God ! how was I 
puzzled, when I ſaw that lovely Perſon upon the: Point 
of expiring, unleſs ſpeedily reliev'd ! Such was the ſur- 


priſing Effect which Joy had upon her Mind! Where-". 
fore; having call'd two or three Servants to my Aſſt” 
ance, I order'd 'em to carry her into a Chamber hard-, 


and put her to Bed. I then deſir'd the Surgeon of 


Houſe to go to her, who having cupp'd her, and given 
her certain Waters proper for the taking away the Vio- 


lence of her Diſlemper, ſhe, at laſt, open'd her Eyes, 


and call'd, with a Voice ſcarce audible, Pietrocio Ma- 


viola / 1 was extremely glad to find her out of Danger; 
and ran to the Princeſs's Apartment, and told her the 
Accident which had happen'd to a Siſter who was come 
to ſee me, deſiring her to ſuffer her to remain in her 
Palace, till ſhe was a little recover'd. I added, that I 


ſhould be proud of helping her to a young Woman of 
the brighteſt Virtue, and one of the fitreſt in the World 
to make her an agreeable Servant. As the Princeſs R 
was extremely kind to me upon all Occaſions, ſhe readily. 
SE: all I deſir'd, and went n with me to — 4 
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ſick Siſter, The F atigue ſne had undergone would not 
permit her to ſhew the Gaiety natural to her Temper 3* 
but even her tender and languiſhing Air was ſo pleaſing - 
to the Princeſs, that having aſſur d her of her Gaod-wilh, - 

| ſhe charg'd me not to leave her, but to remove her 
into one of her own Apartments. No ſooner, there 
fore, were we left alone, but Gabrielle let fall a Shower 
of Tears, and taking hold of my Hands, preteſted ſne 
would not let em go, till I promis'd to give her the Pleas+ . 
ſure of dying in my Arms, for that ſhe was very ſure ſne | 
cauld never bear the leaſt Separation. To what purpoſe: 
ſhould I repeat to you the Proteſtations I made her of an = 
eternal Conſtancy ? In a Word, I aflur'd her of the Prin- i 
ceſs's Kindneſs and obliging Temper, told her how we 1 
muſt behave ourſelves, to live peaceably and quietly in 
her Houſe; that we muſt go for Brother and Siſter; ank 
gave her the neceſſary Inſtructions, by which we might 
make out our Relation, and ſpeak of it with all the Ap- 
pearance of Truth. At laſt, ſhe perfectly recover'd her 
Health in three or four Days; and the Princeſs, being 
charm'd with her Wit and Addreſs, made her her Gen- 

tlewoman and Confident, and: would ſtir no-where with“ 
out her. Yeſterday, when you preach'd, ſhe was with + 
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E © her Miſtreſs 3 and as ſoon as I came home, ask'd me, 
75 whether I had known Zuzai/em, our Maſter at Patras, -. ' 
= who was now a Cordelier ? I can no longer, /aid be, 
= 1 forbear ſpeaking to him: I have a thouſand things to 
7 tell him about his Spouſe ; for what I have told you, is 
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ſcarce half of the Hiſtory which concerns him, Let me 


| | conjure you, therefore, to go and deſire him to come 
5 and ſee me, without Fail; and tell him, I want to tal 
1 with him as ſoon as poſſible, to adviſe him to take care 


ö of himſelf. f EE = vets 
= Hereupon, I promis d Pzetrocio to go to the Palace of 
... as ſoon as poſſibly I could; but let him know: - 
8 how much I was confin'd in that Convent, and the Diſ- 
. poſition of the Monks towards me ; for which Reaſon 1 


F defired him to come and ask the Superior for me in the 


Princeſs's Name, and to bring one of her Coaches to 
fetch me away. I ſpent the reſt of the Day in paying 
Viiits to the Cardinals who * honour'd me with their 
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Attention. The next Morning, as ſoon as it was light, 


.  T thought every Minute an Hour till Pietrocio came. 


About Nine-o'Clock, Word was brought me, that he 
wanted me at the Door; and Pietrocio had ſo great Cre- 

dit in Rome, that the Superior gave me leave to ſtay out 
the whole Day. As ſoon as we were arriv'd in the Pa- 
lace, we went up into Gabrie//*s Chamber; for ſhe had 
feign'd an Indiſpoſition, that ſhe might the more con- 
veniently talk with me. No ſooner had I enter'd the 
Room, but embracing me, without conſidering either 
my Sex or Condition, ſhe waſh'd my Face with her 
Tears. Then fitting down on the Bed-fide with Pie- 
trocio, ſhe began to ask me, whether I had never ſeen 
any Perſon from Patras ſince my Departure? and in 
what manner I had liv'd after having abandon'd poor 
Zaide? That Name rous'd all my Tenderneſs ; and as 
I was very uneaſy among the Monks, I could not for- 
bear uttering a deep Sigh, which convinced Gabrielle of 
the Cruelty of my Stars. D'ye ſigh ? /aid that bowel 
Peron; nor can all the Tears of your whole Life make 
amends for thoſe which are daily ſhed for you at Patras/ 
_ *T'will try your Courage, and ſhock your very Nature, 
to hear the Hiſtory I am going to give you of your un- 
fortunate Family ! After you had fet Zazde, the 
Derwis, and myſelf, on Shore, and we had loft Sight of 
the Brigantine, which depriv'd us of all Hopes of ever 
ſetting Eyes on you again, how did the diſtreſſed Zazae 
wring her Hands, and tear her Hair from her Head 
How-many times did ſhe attempt to ſtifle herſelf, by fall- 
ing down, and forcing her Face into the Gravel! The 
Shame of ſeeing herſelf ſtripp'd, and of being betray'd 
by the tendereſt Object of her Love, render d her, of a 


 fudden, all Madneſs and Fury! Nor would ſhe hearken 


to any Perſuaſions either of the Derwis or me, but re- 
ſolv d not to ſervive her Diſgrace, and talk'd of nothing 
but Poiſon, and Poniard, and Sword, and War ! I pror 
Pos'd to her to take Horſe, and return to Patras 3 but 
— No, anſwer d ſbe, I'll die, and never fee Patras 
again! Don't tell me of any thing! The Hern 
and I had not a Word more to ſay, but were forced to 
follow her the whole Day, without eating . 
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Bread, or drinking a Drop of Water. As we ſollew' dn 


wandering Woman, and one who was not capable of 25 


Reaſon, we loft. ourſelves in taking care of her; and 
Night coming on when we were at a great Diſtance -_ 
from the City, we were obliged to take up our Lodgings -- 
at a good Muſſulman's, who had ſuch a Convenieney - . 
for Strangers. We tarry'd there all Night, and having 
inform'd our Landlord of the Quality of our Miltrels, .. 
and the Misfortune that had befallen her, he took care 
to furniſh us the next Day with Horſes, and went him- 
{elf to conduct us to Patras, where we arriv'd about One 
o Clock at Night. As ſoon as Azemire heard of Zaids? 
Misfortune, and your Eſcape, never was ſuch a Deſola- 
tion ſeen in any Houſe, as was then in ours! All the 
Neighbours were ſurpris'd at my Miſtreſſes Cries, and 
came to learn the Occaſion ; and the fatal News being, 
by this means; ſoon ſpread throughout the City, all the 
Perſons of Quality of Patras immediately came and fll'd - 
the Houſe. A thouſand Projects were form'd to revenge 
your Perfidiouſneſs ; Slaves were hired with Money and © 
Promiſes, to go and ſearch ta for you, and bring 
your Head to Patras: Nor were there wanting - thoſe -- 
among the French and Halian Slaves, who undertook -. 
that Enterprize, and were ſet at Liberty upon that ſcore, . 
with the Promiſe of 10000 Crowns Reward, if they -- 
brought your Head. Axzemire's Friends facrific'd to her 


Revenge their Fortunes and their Slaves. In a Word, a 


Galley was equipp'd with wonderful Expedition, to lan 
the Chriſtians upon the firſt Ground they came at. Se 
had not been out above eight or ten Days, when ſhe re- - 
turn'd towing a Brigantine. Nor was it longer doubted, .. 
but they had overtaken you, and were bringing you - 
back in Irons! Upon this Advice, Zaide had a few - 
Moments Conſolation, the Revenge ſhe promis'd herſelf . 
having ſuſpended her Grief for ſome time. But how 
was it redoubled, when they inform'd her, that it was, 
indeed, the ſame Brigantine you had made your Eſcape - 
in, but that you were not on board her, having landed 
in Sicihy / She would needs ſpeak herſelf with Captain 


Antonio, who was the Ringleader in the Enterprize z /. 
and having promis'd him Bis Life and Liberty, if he 
e "B06: would 
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156 The Life and Adventutes , 
would tell her truly what was become of you, and find- 
ing that the poor Captain could give her no better Ac- 
count of that Matter, than that you, and Mario/a,'\and 
a third Perſon, had made your Eſcapes upon the Coaſts 
of Sicily, ſhe loaded him with Reproaches, and all the 
ul Names ſhe could think of, and then ſent him to the 
Cadi, or Judge of the City. The next Day, of the 
fifteen poor Wretches that had been brought back in the 
Brigantine, ſome were impaled alive before the Bagmio, 
and the reſt caſt into the Sea, ty'd up faſt in a leathern 
Bag. This dreadful Execution over, the Town, and 
particularly Azemire's Houſe, ſeem'd to be, in ſome 
degree, appeas'd : But Zaiue ſtill ſuffer'd a moſt cruel 
Emotion in her Heart: She became à perfect Stranger 
to Reſt, and took ſo little Care of herſelf, that ſne Was 
reduc'd to a mere Skeleton: Nor could the aged Azemire 
overcome her languiſhing Diſeaſe : But after ſhe had ſuſ- 
ficiently bewail'd the Loſs' of you, and that of Zaide, 
whom ſhe already ſaw in the Paths of Death, ſhe, at 
_ laſt, died herſelf of Grief, and added to the lamenta- 
ble Complaints of her ſorrowful Family. Soon after 
her Death, ſeveral Perſons made Pretenſions to Zaide, 
who was in Poſſeſſion of a vaſt Eſtate, left to her by her 
Husband, and her Brother-in-la w, at their Deaths ; 
and; who was grown much more haughty and proud 
withal. But of theſe ſhe took no manner of Notice. A 


___. young Tarh, whoſe Name was Boofreremet, found an Op- 


portunity of ſeeing her one Day, and of entertaining 
her with the Proteſtations of his inviolable Affection for 
her. As he was ſenſible, that nothing could be more 
agreeable to his Miftreſs's Grief, than to hear of you, 
he aſſur'd her, that he had a Venetian Slave, who pro- 
mis'd to bring him the Head of Laxaiſem; that this 
Man was brought from Meſina, where he had ſeen that 
perfidious Traitor; and that, if ſhe would reward his 
Love, he would go along with the Venetian himſelf, and 
would not miſcarry in the Deſign of Revenge, which he 
had form'd in her Behalf. Zaide might have excited a 
whole Kingdom in the Defence of her Cauſe : She was 
ſtill the moſt finiſh'd Beauty in all Greece, and juſt in the 
Bloom of her Years, capable of heating the wiſeſt or moſt 
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was very well receiv'd by that charming Fair, nor was 


he debarr'd of any 3 ſince ſhe aſſur d him, that with 
the ſame Hand that he preſented her the Head of her 


perfidious Spouſe withal, he ſhould take hers, and all ſhe 


had. That raſh Lover, having been inſtructed in the 
Ceremonies of our Religion by the Venetian, who was 
an errant Rogue, diſguis'd himſelf in a Prieſt's Habit, 
and ſail'd from Patras in a Barque which he himſelf 
had caus'd to be fitted out for that Purpoſe, They ar- 
riv'd by Night in the Road near the Fare, and ſoon 
after reach'd Me/jins. The Turk, in ſeveral Voyages 
that he had made, had learnt Spaniſb and Italian enough 
for People to underſtand him, and made all the Grimaces 
of a foreign, grave, and regular Abbot : But as he was 
afraid he might be diſcover'd, if he enter'd into all man- 
ner of Converſation, he confin'd himſelf chiefly to the 
Society of Monks, asking now-and-then a Queſtion, 
by-the-bye, concerning you, for which he made ſeveral 
Pretences; for he had never ſeen you. Thus he look'd 
after you in all the Monaſteries, without being known. 
—— Here I interrupted Gabrielle, and told her, That 
I had ſeen at Meſſina an Abbot of an auſtere and haughty 
Countenance, who pretended to come from Venice, and 
{aid his Name was Glitoni: That I had ſeveral times ob- 
ſerv'd him to look very earneſtly upon me : That he had 


often made as if he wanted to ſpeak with me about 


ſome private Affair; but that I did not ſuſpe& he was 
commiſſion'd for my Ruin. He ſet out, added 7, from 
Meſina, four or five Days after the Aſſaſſination of my 
very good Friend Szephano Calbroine, with whom I had 
contracted a ftrit Friendſhip ; and I can't doubt, but 

that Turiiſb Abbot miſtook him for me, in the dark, 
and ſo murder'd him; for in the Morning, my Friend's 
dead Body was found without a Head; and he had not 
been known, but by a particular Mark which he had 
upon his left: Pap. Your pretended Abbot, reh 
Gabrielle, was, indeed, Zaiar's Emiſfary, and return'd 
with that frightful Head, which he had embalm'd. At 
that Sight, I thought Zaide would have ſtabb'd Boofiere- 
aet upon the Spot: She call'd him a thouſand _— 


_ 
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anch baniſſ d him her Preſence for ever. Thereupon, the 


. Young Turk, not knowing what to make of fo odd and 


unexpected a Treatment, left the Head upon a Carpet at 
Zaide's Feet, and would never after receive any Conſo- 
lation or Nouriſhment, but went and pined himſelf to 


Death with Sorrow and Deſpair. | 


The Love which Zaide ſtill had for you, made her . 
examine that diſmal Spectacle more narrowly than: ſne 


had done before, by reaſon. ſhe wiſh'd it might not be 


yours. In a Word, ſhe could not find ſome Marks in it, 


which ſhe had obſerv'd on your Chin; nor was there 
any Sign of the great Scar in your Forehead: Where 


fore, fanſying you were {ill alive, ſhe form'd the ſtrange 


Deſign of going, herſelf, in Queſt of you. For that 


Purpoſe, ſhe communicated her Thoughts to me, and 
ask'd me, whether I ſhould not be glad to ſee my own . 
Country again? LI aſlur'd her, that I liv'd fo well and 
eaſy in my Servitude, that I felt no more the Weight of 

my Chains; and that I would gladly die in her Ser-. 


vice. She then embraced me very tenderly ; and after 


ſhe had aſſur'd me, that I was as free as herſelf, and that 


ſhe deſir'd to live with me, as with a Siſter, ſhe requeſted 


me to ſerve her in her Intentions of ſeeking her Spouſe, 
ſince ſhe was no longer able to live without ſeeing him. 
But, Madam, an/aver'd 1, whither ſhall we go to look 
for him? Nay, tho' we were even ſure in what Place he 
landed, if he be dead, as, in all Probability, he is, (for 
this Head has very much the Look of his) what ſhall 
we do next? Zaide could no longer forbear, but inter- 
rupting me- -What a Fool thou art, ſaid fe, to think 
that this is Luzai/em's Head! Certainly, none ſhould 


know him better than I, and I am ſure we may find 


him in /taly: Fear not therefore, we will want for no- 
thing; we will pretend a Journey to: Conflantinaple, whi- 
ther we will actually go, and embark there on board 
ſome Sicilian Veſſel, and ſeek him till we find him; 
The Dervis will take care of our Houſe, and I hope, 
before the Year is at an End, we ſhall be eaſy and 
ſatisfy d. . . | r 

You will readily imagine, that I no longer withſtoad 


that Reſolution 3 but, on the contrary, commended her 


Courage,” 
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Courage, and diſpos'd her in ſuch a manner ſor the raſh 
Reſearch, that in about three Days time we ſet out from 
Patras. Nor was it long before we arriv'd ſaſe at Con- 
ftantinople, where, being habited as Pilgrims, we gave 
out, that we were going to Mecca,: to perform a private 
Vow which we had formerly made. We recerv'd high 
 Commendatians, upon that ſcore, from the Mai, who 
gave us a written Inſtrument of Benedictions, to re- 
ceive the Hoſpitality of all good Muſſulmans. While 
we, in this manner, amus'd Perſons of Zaide s Acquaint- 
ance, I laid out for a Ship that was bound for Sisi, 
and, at laſt, agreed with a Venetian Maſter, who engaged 
to land us in that Iſland, for a hundred Sequins. Weem- 
bark'd the 23d of June, and after fourteen or fiſteen 
Days Sail, got Sight of Sicilian Land, and thought to 
have reach'd the Port in a few Hours, when a Corſair of 
Provence came upon us, and attack d our Ship. He took 
her for a Turk, by reaſon ſhe was built at Algiers, and 
had their Make, but had been ſold to a Venetian, when 
the Porte and the Republic of Venice were good Friends, 
Our Captain, ſeeing himſelf attack*d by Friends of the 
Republic, thought he had nothing to do but to ſetup 
the Standard of Peace; but the Corſair, who was ac 
quainted with the tricking Practices of the Tur, and 
perceiv'd, that inſtead of ſtriking our Sails, we made the 
beſt of our way, came down upon us, and having taken 
away whatever was upon Deck, and killd ſome of our 
Men, was going to ſwallow us up at once, when a Storm 
parted us, and obliged him to leave us. The Corſair 
made towards the Iſlands of the Archipelago, the uſual 
Neſt and Harbour for Pirates; and our Venetian making 
the beſt of his Way for Sicily, we arriv'd at Catanea, three 
Days after the Fight; and reſolving not to truſt again 
to the Inconſtancy of the Wind and Seas, landed there: 
Zaids had been ſo ſick, and Fear had made ſuch an Im- 
preſſion upon her Mind, that it threw her into a Fever; 


As ſoon as ever ſhe ſet Foot on Land, we inquir d ſor 


Lodgings, where we thought we ſhould not be known 3 
and that was in St. Francis's Street, at Donna Maria Za 
batilla's, where we tarry'd fifteen or twenty Days.

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Alas! cd J, interrupting Gabrielle, I was then at 
Catanea, in the Convent of the Cordeliers, where I made 
my Noviciate /---I never once thought, reh d Gabrielle,

| | Sorrow, all penetrated deep into my Heart; and I lov'd 


a Perſon who ſo much deſerv'd my Affection; but, alas! 


tas now too late l and ſhe was irrecoverably loſt! And 
1 with this Thought I had certainly put a ſpeedy End to 
WH my miſerable Life, but for the Interpoſition of Pietracis 
1 and Gabrielle. Long did they repreſent to me, in vain, 
1 the Obligations of Religion, and the Regard I ought to 
have for my own Reputation! I was deaf to all Advice, 
and my. Grief prevail'd ſo far above my. Reaſon, that 
they were forced to carry me back, almoſt out of my 
Senſes, to the Cloiſter of the Holy Apoſtles; and Pietrocio, 
being acquainted with the Superior, went and inform'd _ 
him of my Condition. The Superior, who was a Gentle- 
man of great Wiſdom and Charity, order'd me to my 
Chamber, and appointed. a Frier to take care of me, 
forbidding him to leave me alone for one Moment. As 
they had not taken the Precaution to make me eat ſome- 
thing, my Brains were quite empty, and I could think 
of nothing but my Misfortunes! my Zaide! my Eſtate! 
and the City of Patras! I ſpoke the Turki/s Language,

The Noiſe I made with my»Gib- 
beriſh, induc'd ſeveral Monks to come and ſee What was 
the Matter; and not underſtanding a Syllable of the Lan- 
guage I ſpoke, they ran to their Chaplets and Relics, 
and the holieſt of them tobk upon him to'exoreiſe me. 
1 was ſo inſenſible of what they did, that I took not the 
leaſt Notice of them; but went on with my Extrava- 
gancies, calling ſometimes on Axemire, and by-and-by 
on, Zaide. In a Word, this was my whole 'Night's 
Work, in which I neither ſlept nor ſlumber d; and Fi- 
trocio, coming the next Day to ſee how I did; was very  - 
much concern'd to find my Diſtemper grow worſe and 
worſe. However, he defir'd the Superior not to ſnut me 
up, by reaſon my IIIneſs was chiefly oceaſion'd by tgo 
long Faſting; but inſiſted, that I might be made to eat 
well, and that they would give me ſome few ſleepy 
Doſes to force Reſt. Pietrocio's Advice was taken, and 
I recover'd the Uſe; of my Reaſon the Day following, 
after having taken a Nap of at leaſt twelve Hours. A 
ſoon as I was come to myſelf, I knew, by what follow d, 
that the Monks, who never pardon any thing, would 
not forgive even that Accident, tho? they were ignorant 
of its Occaſion. This Conſideration threw me again into a 
deep Melancholy, which did me a great Diskindneſs in 
the Opinion of the Monks, who thought me incapable 
of exerciſing any Office in the Order.

. can't ſay under what Figure the Count 4 Alibert repre- 

I  fented me to the Queen; but the Favour of being in- 
troduced to her Majeſty was immediately granted me, 
and Ro/alia and I were conducted to her Cloſet with 

$6 abundance of Civility. Seeing her Majeſty alone, I threw - 

— myſelf at her Feet, and demanded her Protection ob- 

1 obtain which, I gave her an Abridgment of my Suffer- 


ings. 
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ings... Afterwards, I begged, that ſhe would be pleas. 
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to ſend me to her Convent, there to finiſh my+ſorrowful 


Days. That great Queen was ſo touched with a Senſe of 
my Misfertunes, that ſhe took Pity on me, and gave 


ſome Relief to my afflicted Mind, by her numerous and 
gracious Promiſes. She ordered me a Dreſs ſuitable to 


my Birth, did the like by Reſalia, and, in the Evening, 


went herſelf to conduct us to the Monaſtery which was 
under her Protection, deſiring Madam Superior to take 
as much Care of us, and ſhew us the ſame Reſpect, as 
the would do to her own Perſon. Nor has a Day paſs'd, 


Jlince my Retirement, but I have been made ſenſible of 
the Queen's une xampled Generoſity and Kindneſs: She 
told me, what Search has been made, by my Relations, 


for me, ſince my Departure from Naples; and twas 
from her I learnt all the Misfortunes which happen'd-to: 
my Lord, his Death in Caſtle Sz. Elno, and that of my 
Aunt, and the Count of P. The Theughts of ne- 
ver hearing from you, was then all that clogg'd the Eaſe 
and Quiet of my Life. Take what Pains I would, I 
could never learn what was become of you; and have, 


many a time, lamented you were dead: fo that J confeſs, 


the Surprize I was in, to ſee you mount the Pulpit of this 
Monaſtery, put it out of my Power to hear a Word that 
you ſaid. As much as your Perſon was altered, I knew 
your Voice as ſoon as I heard it; and when I asked the 


Queen, who you was, I found I was not miſtaken. Her 


Majeſty aſſured me, That your Superior had given her 
Part of your Hiſtory ; and particularly, what you did in 


the Romiſb Seminary, while a, Student there. But to what 
Purpoſe do I mention theſe Things, ſince you have al- 
ready told em me all? However, I ſhould be glad to 


hear what you have done in a long, long Abſence of ſeve- 


ral Years ! — And ] deſign to tell you, Madam, anfever d-

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muſt be as good as my Word to thoſe Ladies; and calculate 

their Nativities. I Know Part of their Hiſtory already; 

and ſhall be able, by what is paſt, to make Conjectares of 
what is to come. Thereupon the Marchioneſs went 


and aſſured her Companions, That Iwas an incomparable 
Fellow at Predictions ; and that M illlam Lily and the 
Dutch Fortune · teller were Fools to me; which made ol 
impatient till they ſaw me, the next-Day.' 

As ſoon as I arrived at the Hoh Apo lo, 1 ent wide | 
fire Pietrocio to beſtow the next whole Morning upon me, 
about an Affair of the laſt Importance. That generous 
Friend comply d wich my Defire, and I intreated him to 
go to the Marchioneſs, and give her an Account of me: 
for which none was better qualified than he. He went, 
and *twas Noon before he returned. He proteſted to me, 
that I had infinitely obliged him, by procuring him the 


Acquaintance of: a Lady of that exttaotdinary Merits 
adding, That he would wait upon her often,” and carry 


Cabrielie with him. The Marchioneſs met with ſo much 
Honeſty in thoſe two Perſons, and ſo complete an Union 
between em, that ſhe told me a hundred times, ſhe could 
not forbear envying, in ſome meaſure, their Happineſs 
and Delight. Thus I continued my daily Viſits to the 
Marchioneſa, for the Space of three Months, under the 
Diſguiſe of an Armenian; except the Days on which the 
Aſſembly of the Virtaaſi was held in the Queen's Palace, 
at which T was obliged to aſſiſt, by her Majeſty's exprets 
Order. I was ſo well pleaſed with my kind Fortune, 
that I made it: my Study to keep her as long as I could 
poſſibly: But that Goddeſs had — already too conſtant, 
and was now reſolved to trump up her ſlippery Tricks 
again, and make nie pay! back. all her Favours with In- 
tereſt. As I had gone almoſt daily (as L obſerved before) 
to pleaſe myſelf with the Sight of my dear Marchioneſs, 
for two or three Months together, it happened, that, one 

Day, while I was talking with her in the Parlour, the 
Queen came to make the Marchioneſs a Viſit. Asſoon 
as ſhe appeared, I and Roſalia ſtept aſide; but that Princeſs, 
having heard great Talk of the Armenian, for his Skill 
in telling F ortunes, ſent for me, to tell what would befal 
her i in the * Part of her Life. I excuſed my ſelf, 


as 
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as not underſlanding enough of Halian, of which, I ſaid} 
I could ſpeak. but very little, and, conſequently, ſhould be 


put to it, to - ake the Queen underſtand me. In vain 


did I excuſe myſelſ; I was forced to obey” the ſecond 
Command, and appear before her Majeſty. I know not 
whether, in the little time that I tarry'd witk hery' ſhe 
knew me again, or whether ſne had earneſt Buſineſs with 
the Marchioneſs; but ſhe put me off till the Day fol. 
lowing, and charged me to come then to her Palace. 
Thereupon I flattered myſelf I was pretty ſafe, and that 
FX had (tho* narrowly) ſcaped a Scowering and ſo not 
dreaming that I had a Spy at my Heels, who had Orders 
to follow me, and watch whither I went, away hurried 
TI to the Feww's, where I reſumed my Monk's Habit and 
returned to the Holy Apoſtles, full of Joy, that I had made 
ſuch a Come- off. The next Day, the Count 4 Alilers 
came in one of the Queen's Coaches, and asked for me. 

Going to him, he aſſured me, That her Majeſty expected 
an Armenian Aſtrologer to come and calculate her Nati- 
vity ; and that ſhe deſired I. ſnould be preſent at the Con- 


ference between her and that skilful Profeſſor. I could 


not go back; but reſolving to deny all they ſhould 


charge me withal, got into the Coach, with the Count; 


and was ſoon ſet down at the Queen's Palace. No ſooner 
were ſhe and J alone, but I ſaw, in her Eyes, the Anger 
The afterwards made me feel. She broke Silence, with 
aſſuring me, That if I would tell her the Truth, ſhe 
would forgive me, and paſs over my Crime; but that 
if I would not confeſs ingenuouſſy, that I had diſguiſed 
myſelf like an Armenian, on purpoſe to get Sight of the 
Marchioneſs of 7. ., ſhe'd make me repent my Bold- 
neſs.

That Order thunder-ſtruck, but did not fell me: I told 


the Count, that her Majeſty was abſolute Miſtreſs - oy 
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Will; chat I knew how to obey z and that I ſhould ne- 


ceaſe to lament the-Loſs'of het moſt gracious Protection. 
The next Day, Pietrocio came into my Chamber with a 


Letter from the Marchioneſs, which ſhe wrote the ſame 
Day as the Queen ſurpriſed me in the Parlour, but had 
not, till 7 an + Opportunity or ending f. mart 1 
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Syllable either of you, or of the Queen: She

I was in in deity Expectation of ſome great Mitfortrne, 
that ſhould befal me, upon the Loſs of the good Graces of 
Queen Chriſtina of Sweden: Nor could 1 forbear 
communicating my Fear to Pzetrocio,, who yielded me 
abundance of Conſolation, and offered to expoſe his own. 
Life to procure the Tranquillity of mine. Mean time, 
Lent came on apace, and being to preach, everꝶ Sunday, 


during that Seaſon, in the Convent where the Marchio- 
neſs was, I made Preparation for ſuch an Undertaking: 


As I had promiſed' myſelf the Honour of the Queen's 


Audience, which I had had every Sunday in Advent, 1 


was much ſurpriſed to find, that the Pains I had taken 


in compoſing my Diſcourſe were thrown away upon a 
few Wenches of but indifferent Capacities. The Mar- 
chioneſs had not written to me in four or five Days, and 
Pietrocio had been at the Monaſtery ſeveral times, without 
being able to get to the Speech of her; which made me 
conclude, Orders were given, that ſhe ſhould ſee no Perſon. 

For my own Part, I knew not how to inform myſelf of 


that Tran: but defired Gabriele to unfold the OL:

— 4 Place affured my Place aſſured me, That the Queen had 
wh done him the Honour to afliſt at his Sermon! and that 
bait ſhe had asked him, why I did not come and'preach my- 
1 ſelf? At that, I gave him a Nod, which was inter: 
1 preted and repreſented very ill. I ſtill pretended to be in- 
diſpoſed till after Eaſter; and during all that Time, 
heard not a Word of News. to chear me up. Aſter 
Eaſter, the Provincial Chapter was held; and the 
Superior, who was ſo much my Friend, was ſent Pro- 
vincial into the Province of Bologna, by expreſs Order 
of the Pope, who thought thereby to reform Abuſes 
in thoſe Parts. The Superior who had perſecuted me 
at Naples, and was made Superior at the Holy Apoſtles, 
being arrived, I knew, at firſt Sight, that he would be 
as great a Thorn in my Side as ever. I could never, by 
any means, gain, I won't ſay, his Eſteem or Friendſhip, 
but even the Tranquillity which Charity and my Sub-

I had been, as 
J ſaid before, eight or ten Days at Tivoli, without fee- 
ing the Seats of Pleaſure in that antient Place of the 
Sabini, when walking one Day near the Duke of Par- 
ma's, I ſaw the Marchioneſs and Ro/aha, in Company 
with Cardinal CO. . I leſt it to Pzerrocto to take care 
what became of that Company, and to watch what 
Vineyard they retir'd to; and my dear Friend inform'd 
me, in the Evining, that the Marchioneſs was at the 
Cardinal's ; that ſhe walk'd with him daily in the Gar- 
den, and that ſhe never ſtirr'd out, but to a Monaſtery 
of Nuns of Se. wh which is in that Town. Tim- 
mediately took the Reſolution to diſguiſe myſelf in Beg- 
gar's Apparel, to tie up one of my Legs, and to put a 
Plaiſter over one of my Eyes, to prevent my being 
known.

Protector's only Son, whoſe Progreſs in his Studies made 
me ample Amends for the Pains I was at in inſtructing 
him; inſomuch that I muſt needs fay, I never met with 
ſo many excellent Qualities concentred in the ſame Per- 
ſon. In leſs than two Vears and a half, he was capable 
of returning an Anſwer, as to the Opinions of alf the 
antient and modern Philoſophers, and was admitted 
Doctor of Laws at Padua, from whence he return d- 
crown'd with the Bays of Honcur: - Never were more 
grateful and generous Sentiments expreſs'd, than thoſe © 

which that young Lord utter'd in my Favour. I found 
conſiderable Preſents, every Day, upon my Fable; and 
none ever liv'd more contentedly than I did, in that he-

Having heard much of this Few's Skill in the Science of 
the Cabala, I defir'd him to give me ſome Experience of 
it, to convince me that that Science was not a Chimera; 
and then ſhewing him my Hand, I told him, that I had 
for ſome Years felt a kind of Pain in it; and that I 
could wiſh, he would examine his Cabala, to know 

| whence the ſame might proceed. He was ſo.complaiſant 
as to condeſcend to my Requeſt; and I was never more 
ſu;pris'd, than when he told me, in two Hebreau Verſes, 
that in a Dream which I had dreamt at Rome, my Fa- 

ther's Murderer appear'd to me, and imprinted that Pain 
in my Hand. Nor did my Curicfity lead me to ask any 
farther Queſtions at that time; but I was ſeiz d with an 
unaccountable Fright, which had never left me, were it 
not for the Deſire I had to be inſtructed in that Science. 
I ſpent the Night in ſtudying Methods to engage my 
Rabbi to communicate his Secret of the Caba/a to me.

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him ſeveral times concerning the Caba/a ; and he aſſurd 


me, that as it was known by none but the eros, if we

But that Science promiſes a great 
deal more than it performs, as I afterwards found by 
Experience. Mean time, the little Knowledge I had of 
it made me ſo deſirous to get more, that not thinking of

gave her room to hope for all ſhe: deſir d. But I de- 
ceiv'd myſelf very fooliſhly, by entering into ſuch En- 
gagements with that fair ewe, as I knew not how © 
to extricate myſelf from.

I was indeed aware, that 
ſuch a Paſſion would prove very injurious to me ; and to 
prevent its Conſequences, endeavour'd to break the 
Neck of it, by keeping from her, and viſiting no more 


the charming Eber, Daughter of my eſteem'd Rabbi. 


Accordingly, 1 feign'd myſelf ſick ; and the Report of 


my. Indiſpoſition occaſion'd me ſeveral troubleſome Viſits. 


I had not liv'd above three or four Days thus retir'd * 
from the Hurry of the World, when, one Morning, 


ſomebody knock'd at my Door with a Suſciraro. Im-

Birth, the Inquiſition would have trounced her ſeverely 
for her ingenious Diſguiſe. The Caſe ſhe propos'd to 
me was this: I am, /aid foe, a young Abbot of Cremona, 
but had always an entire Averſion againſt all that they 
call Revenues of the Church. Nevertheleſs, I have had 
in View, for ſome Days paſt, a ſmall Benefice, ſituate 
in the fineſt Country in the World; and would give all 
I am worth to get Poſſeſſion thereof. It is in the Houſe 
of a certain Lord of the Republic, and I am very ſure 
of being refus'd it, if I ſhould ask for it. On the other 
hand, 1 ſhall die if I have it not; for *tis a Benefice 
that concerns my Heart! I am not willing to incur the 
Charge of Simony, but muſt be plain to tell you, that 1 
find myſelf under an Obligation to do ary thing to gain 
this important Point. Thinking to have anfwer'd an 
Abbot, who had done me the Honour to ask my Ad- 
vice, I gave him a ſuccinct Expoſition of the Laws and 
Canons of the Church, with reſpect to the unjuſt Ac- 
quiſition of Eccleilaſtical Livings ; and having laid down 
the Objections of both Sides, and explain'd to him the 
Nature of the Demand which Sihn⁰ỹ,E Magus made to the 
Apoſtles, and particularly Simons Meaning as to the 
Power of buying the Holy Ghoſt; I concluded with 
telling the Abbot, That he could not otherwiſe obtain 
that Benefice, than by Permutation, Reſignation, or a 
free and unbiaſe'd Collation ; by reaſon the Law was very 
nice and formal upon that Subject. Thereupon my pre- 
tended Abbot got up in a great Heat, and exclaim d in 
ſuch a manner againſt the Laws of the Church, chat I 
found it was Signora Ether in that Diſguiſe. She would 
fain have taken her Leave, and retir'd ; but I threw: my- 
ſelf at her Feet, and talk'd with ſo much Paſſion to her, 
that, at laſt, the charming Fewe/5 permitted me to 
adore her. In a Word, in vain had I fled the Ppwer of 
ber Charms; and 1 found, in my cloſeſt — 
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che Image of that killing Female ſtill 


uppermoſt in my 


Fancy. But how did the Sight of her, and the Inven - 


tion ſhe had made uſe of to ſee me, add an invincible 


Strength and Vigour to my Paſſion? I yielded myſelf her 


' Priſoner at Diſcretion, facrificed all the Motions of my 
Soul to her Pleaſure, and ſwore a thouſand frightful - 


Oaths, {that to convince her of the Sincerity of my At- 


fection, I would obey all her Commands, and cloſe with 


all her Wiſhes: Theſe Proteſtations utter'd, fetching 2 
deep Sigh, ſhe told me; That our different Religions 


made us both miſerable ; that ſhe had a” mind to ſee * 


clearly into that profound Abyſs ; and that if I could 
convince her, or ſhe' me, we might enjoy a Happineſs * 


to be envy'd, but not equall'd. 
Matter for a Man of Senſe and Spirit, not to take up 


with the Religion- of her who is ſole Miſtreſs of his 


Heart. And I could quote innumerable Examples of 


this kind, which have given no little Scandal to the

moirs only. 


Signora Eſther was now the only Deity to whom I © 


ported me in her Favour, that I ſwore to her I would 
turn Few, if ſhe would but conſent to marry 
anſwer'd, That I muſt talk with her Father about it; for 
that, without his, ſhe would never give her Conſent.

ſperately in Love with a young Broker in her Father's 
Neighbourhood, who was, indeed, ſo well-ſhaped and 
good-natur'd ; and could do every thing with that Ad- 
dreſs ; in a Word, who was ſo every way agreeable, that 
rag (the young Ferwe/s) was but too ſenſible of his 
Merit. She was ſcarce ever from the Window that look'd 
into the Broker's Shop; which ſoon convinced her Nurſe, 
who was with her in the Quality of Governante, that a 
furious and unruly Paſſion had got deep Root in her 
Soul : Her incongruous Diſcourſe, her continual Wake- 
fulneſs, her frequent Sighs, her Nauſea of all Food and 
Nouriſhment, her Eagerneſs to be at the Window; all 
theſe ſufficiently confirm'd the old Nurſe in her Suſpi- 
cion.

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Foſeph being before the Sovereign Council of the Ten, 
and interrogated as to the Reaſons which might induce 
him to refuſe a Match with a Daughter of his own Na- 
tion, ſo rich, and beautiful, and well-bred, made the 
following Anſwer : I ſhall always obey the Orders of 
this moſt Serene and Auguſt Republic, and ſhall -never 
have gny other Will than that of my Lords and Maſters : 
But I conjure you, O illuſtrious Senators, by eas 
Chriſt of Nazareth, whom you worſhip as your God, 
and whom I myſelf acknowledge to be the true Me/ab, 
not forcibly to marry me to Signor Jacob's Daughter. 
That Gentleman is deſcended from the hardy Wretches, 
who vilely ſpit in the Face of your Saviour, while hang- 
ing on the Croſs. And this is ſuch a Truth, that nei- 
ther he, nor any one of his Family, has, ever ſince that 
Impiety, known how to ſpit. May it pleaſe your Ex- 
cellencies to make the Experiment of what I tell you. 
He ftands there: Be pleas'd to ſend for: his Daughter, 
and all his Race; and if any of em ſpits, I'll no longer 
ſcruple to marry the charming Fauairh. This Diſcourſe 
put the Senators, and all that heard him, into a Fit of 
Laughter ; and. the Doge, being preſent, immediately 
commanded the Merchant to ſpit. He anſwer'd, That 
indeed he-could not ; and own'd that the ſame Inconve- 
nience attended his whole Family. This Affair made a 
great Noiſe at Venice; every one look'd upon it as a kind 
of Miracle; and Men of Parts aſcribed that Defe& to a 
natural Cauſe, by reaſon that may be done with Sweats, 
which cannot with Salivation. However, the Fewh 
Broker tarn'd Chriſtian; and his Example was follow'd 
by the rich Merchant and his Daughter, who got In- 
ſtructions in the Myſteries of our Redemption, while I 
was preparing to turn Jeu, to footh up the Paſſion I had 
entertain'd in behalf of the beautiful EHBer. The Day 
of my Czrcumcifion was appointed for the firſt Friday in 
March, when the Operation was perform'd in the Pre- 
fence of four Witneſſes: And ſuch, indeed, was my 
Blindneſs, that I really believ'd, there was no Religion 
better than that of Mees. But to confirm myſelf yet 
more in that Faith, I undertook to write a Book, which 
I intuled, De de, dagen, Of the Two Impofrs. 


I did, at firſt, but a little Sketch of it, dedicated to the 
Mind enlightened, and free from the Prejudices of Reli- 
gion and Education. My Manuſcript was ſent into Hol- ' 
land, and tranſmitted to Venice, very well printed. The 

Curious who ſaw it, gave one to the Pope's Nuncio, 
who, thereupon, made all poſſible Search to diſcover the 
Author. And inaſmuch as I was daily ſeen to have pri- 
vate Conferences with the Fewws, and the Style was, be- 
ſides, very agreeable to mine, they preſently ſuſpected 
me, and ſet Spies to watch me. Nor was it long before 
they ſeiz'd me, one Night, coming out of che Syna- 
peg to carry me to the Inquiſition.  - 

Jad my Enemies been leſs paſſionate, they had now 
infallibly ruin d me; But fo eager were they to deſtroy 
me, that they muſt pretend to ſhut me up in the Ingui- . 
ſition, forſooth, without Leave from the Republic, 

which is, upon all Occaſions; very jealous of the leaft 

Violation of her Authority. Nor did ſhe. fail to op- 
poſe my Ruin with Vigour; but reſolv'd, herſelf, to 
take Cognizance of my. Crime; and ſent Secular Com- 
miſſioners to me accordingly. You muſt needs think, . 
that in the three Months time which I had been cloſely 
impriſon'd in the Inquiſition, and permitted to ſpealæ to 
no Perſon, I had not forgot to prepare an Anſwer touch- 
ing the Book I had written. In a Word, I made ſo 
good an Apology for it, that my Oommiſſioners judge d 
me innocent, and aſſurd me, three Days after, that 1 
ſhould be ſet at Liberty as ſoon as they heard from Rome, 
whither they had diſpatch'd an Account of their Proceed- 
ings againſt me. Accordingly, in about eight or ten 
Days, the Nuncio himſelf came to taler me out of the 
Inquiſition, and aſſur d me, That his Holineſs was ſo 
well ſatisfied with my Reaſons, that he had charg'd him 
to protect me on all Occaſions. I receiv'd, with abun- 
dance of Joy, the News of my Inlargement, and of 
the Honour his Holineſs was pleas d to do me. © The 
Danger I had eſcap'd, join'd with my Ambition, ſoon 
baniſt'd Love from my Heart. I thought no more either 
of the beautiful Eber, or of her Father; buvhaving learnt 
the Cabala, had got all I aim'd at, by making myſelf a 

Jew. But Hä, who regazied ane as her Hpaband,

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and with whom I had liv'd as ſuch for the Space of tight 
"Months, prov'd to be with Child. She was inform'd of 


my Inlargement by Spies whom ſhe had employ'd'for 
that purpoſe ; and finding I did not come home to her, 
and conſequently that ſhe was deceiv'd in me, ſought all 
manner of ways to be reveng'd. on me. On the Day of 
the Bleſſed Virgin's Conception, I repair'd to the Convent 


of my Order, where the moſt Serene Republic us'd to be 
preſent. The Preacher who had prepar'd to harangue 


that auguſt Audience, was ſeiz d with an Indiſpoſition, 


ſo that he could not pronounce his Diſcourſe before em: 
Whereupon I immediately offer'd to take that Frier's 
Place. My Requeſt was granted; I preach d with abun- 


dance of Applauſe; and nothing but Exclamations of 


. Surprize were to be heard in the Church, after;:I had 
finiſh'd my Oration. I had prov'd therein, That the 


Bleſſed Virgin was free from Original Sin, by a Grace 


of Predeſtination, a Grace of Preſervation, and a Grace 


of Revelation. And from this: Principle I concluded, 


That Mary was purer than all the Angels, in the Boſom - 


.of God ; freer than all Mankind, in the Boſom of Na- 


ture; and more glorious than all the Saints, in the Bo- 


ſom of the Church. The Proofs I made uſe of appear d 
ſolid and novel; and as this Action riveted the Pro- 
tection of my Patrons, ſo did it draw upon me the re- 
doubled Envy of the Monks, and determin'd my ſecret 
Enemies to work my: Ruin ; for which they already 
enter'd into cloſe Cabal. I tarry'd ſome time at Venice, 
without asking a Queſtion concerning either Signora 
Ejther, or her Family. Nor would I venture into the 
Fews Street, for fear of reviving the Suſpicion which 


had like to have coſt me ſo dear juſt before. On the 
other hand, neither did Zf#+er's Father, nor herſelf, 


dare to accuſe me, for fear of being both burnt alive; 


but ſtifled, as much as poſſible, the Grief occaſion'd by 
my Treachery, and promis'd themſelves a Vengeance 
ſuitable to the Magnitude of the Affront I had offer'd 
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At laſt the Time was come, when my Ruin attended 
me; and there was no way left to eſcape my cruel Fate: 


Nay, I verily believe Heaven itſelf then conſpir'd againſt 


me; 
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me; for the famous Comet, which appear'd: ſome time 
in Advent, in the Year: 1699, prognoſticated my De- 
ration. All the Men of Letters in Europe were eager 


to explain the Conſequences that might attend that 


ſtrange Phenomenon. The learned Padua, and polite 
Muſes of Bologna and Florence, publiſh'd ſeveral curious 


' Diſſertations, and foretold a thouſand Events which ne- 


ver came to paſs. The Queen of Sweden wrote Letters 
to all Parts of Za, offering a thouſand Piſtoles to any 
Perſon that could unfold. the Myſtery of that prodigious 
Comet, or give an Idea thereof, ſufficient to build a 
ſolid Judgment on. The Deſire I had to appear once 
again, ſoon determin'd me to return to:Rame. The Nun- 
cio, whom I conſtantly viſited, encouraged. me in that 
Reſolution, offer'd me his Service and his Purſe, and 
wrote Letters to Cardinal Cibo, full of Expreſſions of 
Friendſhip and Eſteem. I left Venice, notwithſtanding 
all that my Friends could do, to diſſuade me from that 
Journey. The Senator Morofeni and his Son, defir'd-me 
not to leave the Teritories of the Republic, leſt, if once 
gone, I - ſhould never return again; and Dom obs 
Baptiſt Colonna gave me abundance of Reaſon, to per- 
ſuade me to lay aſide my Deſign : But I could never be- 


lieve that any Harm would befal me, by reaſon the 


Nuncio had ſo often aſſur'd me of his Holineſs's Pro- 
tection. In a Word, I fet out from Fenice on Friday 
Night, and taking Bologna in my way, made a Viſit to 
the good Provincial, to whom I was- ſo much. obliged 
for his Protection and. Friendſhip. That Gentleman 
would fain' have perſuaded me not to have gone any far- 
ther; but I told him, That L had great Hopes of con- 
quering my evil Fortune, and obliging even my Enemies 


to do me Juſlice, and become my Friends. Lo faccia i 


Cielo! (God grant you may I) reph d the good Father, 


/ighing : You. and I ſhall neyer ſee one another again, 


Father Colli; for all the malignant Influence of the Co - 
met is going to fall on your. Head. However, as no- 
thing was capable of diverting my Deſign, but my Head 
ran altogether an my Journey, I took Poſt, and arriv'd 


at the Holy Apoſtles in Rome, five Days after I ſet out 


from Venice. I was receiv'd there with all the M _ ; 
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of Eſteem and Good-will that I could-wiſh: ; The 86. 
perior, being advis'd of my coming, accompany'd me 


to the Palace of Pope Zmocent XI. who admitted me to 


kiſs his Toe, and, with a forced Smile, aſſurd me he 
was extremely glad to fee me at Rome. Having thus 


viſited his Holineſs, and declar'd my Defire to go, in the 
next place, and pay my Reſpects to the Queen of Sque- 


den, the Superior was ſo kind as to go with me thither- 


alſo. Her Majeſty was ſurpris d to fee me, and ask'd 


me, in Hebrew, which ſhe ſpoke very well, upon what 


Security I was come again into a Country where I had 


ſo. formidable Enemies? I anſwer'd her, in the ſame 
Tongue, that I had nothing but her Majeſty to fear; and 


that, would her great Soul but forget the Errors of my 


Youth, I'd take no Care for whatever angry Fortune. 
could inflict of Cruel. She was pleas'd to aſſure me then; 
that ſhe'd forget all, and that the Misfortunes to which 
I expos'd myſelf, forced her to pity me: But, added ſbe, 
you are now embark'd, and muſt therefore truſt to the 


Sea, wherein, I am afraid, you will ſuffer Shipwreck. 
You have a hundred Spies about your Perſon, who will 
give an Account of every the leaſt Step you take. . Your 


Deſtruction is already ſworn to; and the Jeg of Venice, 


and his Family, have deliver'd to the Commiſſioners of 


the Inquiſition, the original Copy of your Book, -Of the + 


Tewo Impeſtors, which they ſent for from Holland. Thus, 
J fancy, you'll be put to it, to extricate yourſelf out of 
this knotty Affair. Nevertheleſs, try whether you can 
explain the. Meaning of the Comet; and, above all 


things, ſee you keep ſecret the Advice I have given 
you. The Superior heard not a Word of all this; but, 


as he knew nothing of the Hebrew Language, had had 
the Complaiſance to withdraw: Wherefore, throwin 
myſelf upon my Knees, before the Queen, I implor 


her not to abandon me to my Enemies, but to furniſh - 
me with Means to extricate myſelf out of their Hands. 
I am not allow'd to beg your Pardon, anfaver'd b 
Riſe, appear to be merry and good-humour'd ; per- 
haps the Tempeſt will blow over, and not fall heavy on

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T returr'd to the Hoh Alen to outward Appearance,” | 
5 fatisfy*d as ever I was in my Life ; but my 


Heart was agitated with a thouſand mortaF Alarms. 


However, I went and paid my Reſpects to all the great

and they all pretended the firmeſt Good- will and Eſteem 
for me. Being a Stranger in the Place, I deſir d the 


Superior to permit me to eat my Meals in my Chamber;

In the Evening, when they brought my Supper, I would 
not venture to eat it, for fear of being poiſon'd 3 and 
the Queen of Sauedem having ſent one of her Pages to 
me juſt in the Nick of Time, 1 ſent her Majefty Advice 


of my Apprehenfions. She was pleas'd to ſend me an

learn, whether Pietrocio Momo, who liv'd with the Prin- 
ceſs Ro/piglioff, was ſtill at Rome; and if he was, to ac- 
quaint him that I was in that Convent. This, however, 
J committed to him as a Secret, and bepp'd he would 
not ſay a Word of it to her Majeſty. He aſſurd me, 
That if Pietrocio was in Rome, I ſhould ſee him the next 
Day, without Fail; and that if I would truſt him with 
a Letter, he would certainly deliver it to him.

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My Letter was faithfully deliver'd ; and the Page was 
ſcarce gone out of my Chamber two Hours, before Pie

ſtaſy at Venice, and that my Ruin would be unlamented 
by all, after the ſcandalous Character they had given of 
me.

As the Comet extended its Tail from the Eaſt 
to the Weſt, the Turk was threaten'd to be driven out of 
Europe, and the Emperor was to recover the Throne of 
Conſtantine, on tother fide the Boſborur. The Day ap- 
pointed for me being, at laſt, come, I open'd my Diſ- 
courſe with eſtabliſhing the Syſtem of' the-Meteors, their 
Matter, and good and evil Qualities: : I proceeded next 
to my Predictions, and, as if inſpired. by the Spirit of 
God, began with thoſe Words in the. Prophet Ter- 

miah's Lamentations, Z2uomodo ſedet ſola. civitas plena 
populo? c. How is this City, full of Abominations, 
ſtill left ſtanding ! Is it poſſible, O Romans, that you 
ſhould be ignorant of the Evils which threaten you? and 
that this City, ſo loathſome for its Frauds and Lo 
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mould longer eſcape being turn d topſy-turvy? What 


we read in Hiſtory, of the Attila, the A4larics, the 
Didiers, the Henries, and the Germans, in the laſt Ages, 
is but an Earneſt of God's revengeful Juſtice prepar'd for 
this abominable City. She is, at preſent, given up to 
Impiety, Injuſtice, Impurity, and all the moſt ſordid 
Vices and Enormities : In her, all the moſt inſolent and 
unruly - Paſſions range; and in the midſt of her, the 
moſt crying Sins are perpetrated, under the ſpecious Co- 
lour of Religion. God can no longer bear with Pa- 


| tience, that in one Corner of the Earth, a Handful of 


Men in Maſquerade fhould make Him ſerve their difor- 
derly and beaſtly Paſſtons: His Vengeance will ' ſhew 


itſelf in the Comet, which foretels the Fall of the Weſtern 


Empire, by the Invaſion of the Tarts; the taking of 
Vienna, and Ravages committed in all Parts of Ger- 
many; Whole Europe in Arms, and fighting againſt the 
Truth: In a Word, an almoſt unheard-of Prodigy ! you 


ſhall ſee the Father arm'd againſt the Son; and the 


Goods and Revenues of the Church apply'd to the De- 
ſtrugtion of the Church herſelf, and to carry on the De- 
ſigns of her Enemies. The Spirit of Diſcord has already 
laid the Foundations of his Empire in the North: His 
poiſonous Breath ſhall infe& both the Ends of the Earth ; 
nor is there a Tree ſo ſtrong and high, as not to bend 
under the Violence and Strength of his infectious Blaſts. 
May the Fonah, who has excited this Tempeſt, periſh ! 


and be tumbled headlong into the Sea! May the Ships 


that carry this-Crew of Pirates, founder, and ſuffer an 
eternal Shipwreck ! F | | | 
After having utter'd theſe fatal Predictions, with an 
Air of Prophecy, my Voice fail'd, my Spirits droop'd, 
and I fainted awav. My Eyes being ſhut, and Death's 
pale Looks ſitting on my Countenance, inſpir'd the whole 
Audience with a kind of Suſpicion that I had taken Poi- 
ſon, to extricate myſelf out of the Hands of my Perſe- 
cutors. My Oration had laſted almoſt an Hour, and IL 
had exhibited ſuch an extraordinary Doctrine concerning 
the Conſequences of Comets, that not one in any Age 
eſcap'd me, without a reaſonable Account thereof. The 
Hiſtory I had given of thoſe Things added no ſmall 
« ER. bs Weight 
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Weight to my Predictions: Wherefore, ſome looking 7. 


upon me as a Man of extraordivary Parts, others as a N. 
hot- headed raſh Fellow, I was blam'd by moſt, and ge- an 
nerally abandon'd by all. 1 15 ſac 
The numerous Cardinals, and other Prelates, who were no 
| preſent at my Action, were altogether bent on my Ruin; 28 
and therefore, inſtead of carrying me, in my Fit, into of 
the Convent, away they lug me to the Inquiſition, and al 
commit me cloſe Priſoner to a Dungeon. As ſoon as of 
came to myſelf again, and found whereabouts I was, I pa 
paſs'd Sentence of Death on myſelf ; and the only Com- fe 
fort I had in ſeeing myſelf reduc'd to that extreme Mi- .m 
ſery, was, that it would ſoon have an end; Never did ti 
Wretch long more for Death to deliver him, than I did he 
at that time ; and if they had not taken the Precaution to 
to. clear the Room of whatever might have ſerv'd to [ 
abridge my Days, I had certainly undertook that deſpe- T 
rate Enterprize. God, who had abandon'd me to the W 
Evil of my Ways, gave me up to the moſt furious Rage, ec 
and deepeſt Deſpair : My Mind, which was abundantly di 
more overcaſt with the Blackneſs of my Crimes, than ne 
was my Dungeon with the entire Privation of Light, Ft 
was capable of forming no Notions but of Darkneſs and p 
Horror. Thus was I three Days without ſo much as * 
ſpeaking, or receiving the leaſt Nouriſhment. The Gao- P 
lor, whoſe Buſineſs it was to carry Bread and Water to h 
the Penitents, was amaz'd to fee that for three Days I h 
had not eaten any thing; and giving Advice thereof to y 
the Preſident of the ' Inquiſition, that Gentleman per- n 
mitted him to come into my Hole, Morning and Even- 8 
ing, and endeavour to yield ſome Comfort to my afflicted 4 
Soul. The fourth Day, therefore, I heard ſomebody t 
open my Door, but at what Time of Day I knew not; 0 
for in that Place of Horror, ſempiternus horror inhabitat, 4 
everlaſting Terror dwells. - I imagin'd, at firft, that 1 
they were come to take me out, in order to drag me to t 
ſome Place of Execution; and ſummon'd all my Strength T 
to aſſiſt in my Defence. Riſing up, therefore, upon my 
Bed of Straw, I gave the Keeper ſuch a furious Look, as t 
had like to have coſt him a Fall. The Paleneſs of his L 
Countenance entirely convinced me, that he was one f + 
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Job's Meſſengers, and had brought me ſome bad News: 
Nor did I recover my Fear, till he told me who he was, | 
and that he was come to relieve and comfort me in my 1 
fad Affliction. He deſir'd me, in the Name of God, 1 
not to deſpair, aſſuring me that my Caſe was not ſo bad = 
as I imagin'd, fince he had heard, that ſeveral Grandees ii 
of Rome had interceded with the Pope in-my behalf, and I! 
alledg'd that my Crimes were owning to the great Heat 1 
of Paſſion, and of Vouth. This ſort of Language diſſi- || 
pated, in fome meaſure, the Fright that had before poſ- 3 
ſeſsd my Mind. I was quite diſſolv'd in Tears, and takin 
my Comforter by both his Hands, kiſs'd em a . — | 
times, without being able to ſpeak a Word. At laſt, 
having, in ſome meaſure, recover'd my Tranquillity, I 
told him, That I was ſenſible of my Crimes, and that 
I was not afraid of Death, but griev'd with the 
Thoughts of my unfortunate Life. He flatter'd me 
with the Hopes of doing me ſome Service, made me 
eat with him, and would fain have perſuaded me to 
drink ſome of the Wine he had brought; but as I did 
not naturally love it, I-would by no means taſte it. De- 
firing him to let me have a Candle, and fome Books to 
paſs a little Time withal, he aſſur d me, That that 
were as much as his Life was worth-; that they mult 
proceed fair and ſoftly in the Aﬀair of .my Liberty ; that 
he was willing to ſerve me, and would therefore keep 
his Compaſſion from the Knowledge of my Enemies, 
who would, otherwiſe, ſurely turn him out, and expoſe 
me to the Brutality of a new Keeper of their own 
Stamp. I knew not whence this fo, unexpected Re- 
lief came; and rack'd my Thoughts, in vain, to gueſs 
the Perſon to whom I was obliged for the Benefits I re- 
ceiv'd, and the fair Hopes that were given me. At laſt, 
Jarm'd myſelf with Patience, and, by degrees, (as for- 
.merly Manaſſeh in the Dungeon of the Afhrians) offer'd 
to God the Burden of my Chains, for an Expiation of 
my Sins. 8 4 ; | 
It was now ſix Months ſince I was firſt committed 
to the Inquiſition, and had heard nothing but the ge- 
neral Diſcourſes of my Keeper, upon the Subject of: 
the Protection my Friends would procure me; he al-

ways aſſuring me, That if I had powerful Enemies, I 
had likewiſe Protectors, who left no Stone unturned, 


to ſave me. Asking him, What thoſe abroad faid of 


my Affairs? The Common-people, an/avered he, with 
whom you paſs for an Atheiſt, wiſh for nothing more 
than your Death ; the Grandees wiſh you had never 
returned to Rome; and your Misfortune has moved but a 
very ſmall Number to Pity ; but thoſe few will never 
abandon you. Live, therefore, added my good Friend, 
with as little Concern as your Condition will admit of. 
You are not the only unhappy Man : But, to tell you a 


Piece of News, next to thys very Dungeon, 1s that of 
the Man, who has made as great a Noiſe at Rome, as 


any living, and whoſe Reputation has been as good, 
both for Sanctity and Probity. Tis Doctor Michael Mb. 
linos, a Spaniard by Birth, who was taken up Veſterday 
about Noon, and is to appear, with two of his Diſciples, 
at La Minerva, there to hear Sentence of Condemnation. 
At the Name of Maolinos, I skreamed out, and know- 
ing the Piety and Merit of that Perſon, his Credit with 
all the Princes of Rome, and the particular Eſteem which 
Pope Innocent XI. had for him, 1 could think no other, 
than that the Stars would fall from Heaven, after the 
Ruin of ſo great a Perſonage. The Truth is, I not only 
knew Malinos during the Time I lived in Rome, but 
had contraded a particular Friendſhip with him. He 
was a little, bald-pated Man, had a great Noſe, black, 
large, well-cut Eyes, a high Forehead, thin Lips, and 
a Mouth ſomewhat wide, but full of Charms as often as 
he opened it to ſpeak. His Complexion was a little 
ſwarthy ; and his Temper naturally good and jovial. 
However, he was obliged, by his Place of Director, to 
make bold with his Humour, and affect a kind of Mo- 
deſty and Reſervedneſs. I took particular Notice of him 
at my late Action, when I explained the Meaning of the 
Comet; and knew, that he had given Marks of the 
particular Eſteem he had for my Perſon, on ſome Occa- 
ſions wherein I appeared. The Hiſtory of that illuſtrious, 
unfortunate Gentleman, given me by my Keeper, and 
afterwards by himſelf, in the frequent Conferences we 
held in our Dangeons, is as follows ; | | 
Thoſe 
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Of Signor ROZELLL 217 
Thoſe who had the neareſt Acceſs to the Perſon of 
Innocent XI. appeared to be Men of that Virtue and In- 


tegrity, that having nothing at Heart but the Intereſt 
and Grandeur of the Holy See, they had no manner of 


Regard to any Power that would encroach upon her 
Authority. France, who had always enjoy'd the Right 
of Franchiſes, which Right was made over to her, in 
Conſideration of the great Services ſhe had rendered 
the Sovereign Pontiffs, and the immenſe Riches ſhe had 
kelped 'em to, on ſeveral Occaſions ; France, I ſay, had 
never yet met with any Perſon, who durit diſpute that 
Right with her, from the Time of Charlemagne, when it 
was firſt ſettled, to this very Age. The Court of Rome 
was highly offended at a famous Aſſembly of the Biſhops 
of France, held at Paris, in the Year 1681; wherein cer- 
tain Propoſitions were maintained, which, though, in 
reality, of no Importance, yet ſeemed to give ſome 
Check to the elevated Pitch, to which that See has rais'd 
herſelf. The Court of Rome, I ſay, was nettled at this 
Proceeding, and looked upon the Propoſitions of the Sor- 
bonne, touching the Pope's Infallibility, &c. as a Blow at 
her Power and Greatneſs. Thereupon, a ſecret Congre- 
gation was held, in which none but thoſe who were 
againſt the French Party were admitted. Doctor Molznos 
had talked therein with great Boldneſs and Strength of 
Argument, and propos'd ſeveral Methods to make the 
French repent of their raſh Deliberations. Caſſoni, the 
moſt inſolent Perſon that ever ' breathed, a 1Mz/aneſe by 
Birth, and mortal Enemy to France, abuſing the great 
Credit he had with the Pope, who ſuffered himſelf to be 
guided altogether by his Miniſters; this Caganz, I fay, 
Innocent XI's Director, incenſed him bitterly againſt the 
French King's Perſon. Nor did he forget to inlarge up- 
on the Invaſion of Germany by the Turks, and the Rebel- 
lion of Count Tecke/: in Hungary, as both owing their 
Riſe to the French, who ſtill ſupply'd em with Arms 
aud Money. The Court of Rome, thus perſuaded, that 
che French deſigned to ſet all Europe together by the Ears, 
and dye her Rivers with Chri/t;an Blood, in order to 
reduce her under their Bondage, reſolved to do that by 


Craft, which ſhe could not by Strength; and according- 
Vo! | L ly, 
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1y, procured the famous League of Augsherg, wherein 
(which future Ages will have much ado'to believe] ſo 
many Perſons, of different Intereſts and Religions, invio- 
lably kept a Secret, for the Space of five or fix Years; 


and in which they eld the Bear's Shin, before they bad 


hunted him. 

The Duke de D.. . . was then Ambaſſador at Rome; 
and was ſtrangely nettled when the Court of Fance ſent 
him Word, they knew better what paſſed at the Vatican, 
than he who was upon the Spot. The Ambaſſador, 
therefore, and the Cardinal his Brother, endeavoured to 
make amends for their ſeeming Negligence, by re- 
doubling their Inquiries and Perquiſitions for the future. 
Having taken the neceſſary Meaſures accordingly, they 
engaged Cardinal Oftoboni, a Venetian, (fince Pope Alex- 
ander VIII) in their Intereſt. That Cardinal informed 
the Ambaſſador, that the Spaniards were the only People 
that ſet his Holineſs againſt the King his Maſter. Molino 
was facrificed as being Head of the Party for Cunning 
and Addreſs, and he whoſe Counſel and Credit they 
had moſt Reaſon to fear. Faworiri and Cafſoni were 
Hikewiſe ſuſpected; but as it was too hardy and hazardous 
to attack the three prime Politicians of Europe at once, 
they judged it moſt convenient, to fight 'em all fingly, 
and one after another. Accordingly, poor Molinos was the 

firſt that fell under their mortal Weapons. And here I 


will relate to you the Subſtance of what that unhappy 


Gentleman told me, in a Converſation of thirteen or 
fourteen Months, that we were next Neighbours, in the 
dark and damnable Priſon of the Inquiſition. 2 
A Report was ſpread in Rome, all of a ſudden, ſaid hr, 
That a certain Director, of the firſt Rank, taught an ex- 
ecrable Doctrine, and a Prayer, which was called, 4 
Prayer cf Duietneſs, whereby the ſuperior, or upper 
Part of Man, having once ſacrificed the Will, by an Act 
of Faith, the inferior, or lower Part, was uncapable of 
committing Sin, and diſpleaſing God; becauſe as Sin is 
nothing elſe but a Will to be ſeparated from God, by the 
Tranſgreſſion of his Commandments, ſo that Will once 
, offered. up in Sacrifice by an Act of Faith, Man can fin 
no more; as the Brutes do not fin in following _

Appetites. . This Report was | induſtriouſly . infinuated 
even among the Mob, with ſuch black and aggravating 
Circumſtances, that nothing was to be heard in the 
Streets, but Fuoco, Fuoco! Fire and Faggot for the Broa- 
chers of Hereſy ! The next Thing was, to find out the 
Perſon, who aflerted thoſe damnable Poſitions. And as 
it would take from the Strength and Credit of the Ca- 
lumny, to. pick one out from. among the Vulgar, I was 
pitched upon for the Sacrifice, and charged with propa- 
gating Errors, which, God knows, I never dreamt of. 
Nay, the very Day that the Officers of the Inquifition 
ſeized me, I thought of nothing leſs than ſuch a Piſ- 
grace, ſince but the Day before, I had been aſſured, on 
the Part of the Pope, that I might depend upon the firſt 


Promotion. On the Day that I was condemned at La 


Ainerva, where the whole City of Rome had placed 
themſelves upon Scaffolds, I was the moſt ſurpriſed of 


any Man alive, to hear the Proceſs read againſt me, 
whereof I had not before heard the leaſt Syllable! Nor 


was I ſuffered to plead in my own Defence, but they 
condemn'd me to perpetual Impriſonment, without per- 
mitting me to anſwer one Word. 'Two Fellows from 
the very Riff-raff of the People, were condemned toge- 
ther with me; one a Taylor, the other a Cobler ; both 
of 'em accuſed of having imbibed and cultivated my 
Errors, and of repairing to nocturnal Aſſemblies, where- 


in the moſt deteſtable Proſtitution paſſed for a kind of 


Oriſon. When I came out of the Church, they con- 
ducted me to-the Chamber of the Inquiſition, where the 
Inquiſitor gave me the Abſolution, ſcourged me, and put 
me on the Penitential Habit. As ſoon as I had a little 
recovered the profound Surprize, which that horrid Ce- 
remony had given me, I could not forbear, but, with 
an Air of Meekneſs and Tranquillity, Father, /aid {ts 
him, God, who knows the Bottom of my Heart, and 


the Malice of my Enemies, will one Day judge us all, 


before the Face of all Nations. He anſwered me no 
otherwiſe, than by a Smile; and the Barigello bavi 
condudted me into the Coach, which wajted for me, 
was brought to this darkſome Priſon of the Inquiſition, 
never mots % fee the gun! © -;---;; Se. 
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Molinos appeared ſo eaſy and unconcerned, while re- 


it, and chat, after all, I muſt yield an intire Submit- 
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lating this melancholy Story, that you'd have thought it 
gave him no manner of Reflection. Daily and hourly 


did we comfort each other, with the Hopes of a ſpeedy 


End of our miſerable Lives; and contracted a. moſt ſtrict 
and cloſe Friendſhip, without ſeeing one another ; for we 
communicated our Thoughts to each other, thro a thick 
Wall, in which we had, with Time and Pains, ſcratched 


a Hole with our Finger-Nails. I muſt needs ſay, I ne- 


ver met with a Friend ſo eaſy in Adverſity, and ſo-pa- 
tient under Afflictions, as that Spariard was. For, not- 
withſtanding the Rancour, and Malice, and Injuſtice of 


his Enemies, I never heard him utter the leaſt Complaint 


againſt them, nor indeed any Word that might argue 


impatience, For my Part, I knew not what to think of 


him; but if he was really guilty of the Crimes laid to 
his Charge, he was alſo arrived to the higheſt Pitch of 
that Prayer of Quietneſß, which raiſed him above all the 
Accidents and Troubles, and Incumbrances of this mor- 
tal Life. To ſpeak Truth, I had not acquired ſo ſub- 
lime a Philoſophy ; but my Mind, incens'd by the Fall I 


had juſt received, and the Shame of having failed in Pru- - 


dence, with reſpect to my Enemies, was in continual Agi- 
tation, and debarred me the Comforts of a Moment's in- 
ward Reſt! My Conſcience was continually plaguing me 
with a Memento of my Apoſtaſy; and the racking Tor- 
ments I endured upon that Score, were ſuch as I am 
not able to expreſs! This inward Grief, joined with a 
very lender and diſagreeable Diet, ſoon reduced me to 
a Condition out of the Fear of the Executioner's Cru- 
elty. I found my Spirits decay, and my Strength dwin- 


dle, and endured the Burnings of an infectious Fever, 


with Tranſports of uncommon Joy! My Keeper obſerv'd 
it, and took all poſſible Care to yield me Relief ; and, 
whether it was owing to the Goodneſs of the Remedies 


which he forced me to take, or to the Hopes he always 
fed me with, of getting, one Day, over all my Mi- 


ſeries; moſt certain it is, that, after two Months Sick 
neſs, my Feyer intirely left me; and I perceived, to 
.my Sorrow, that my Deſire of Death would not bring 
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gon to the Decrees of Providence. I had now been 


nut up above twenty Months, and my Priſon and E 


were become much better acquainted than at firſt; E 
ſpent my Thoughts on a Book, which I had a great Iteh 
to write, againſt the Rigours of the Inquiſition ; and, 
notwithſtanding the continual Agitation of my Mind: 
I ſtill continued to repeat all that ever I had learnt from 
my Infancy. I invented certain Rules for bettering my 
Memory, and us'd ſuch a particular Exerciſe for that Fa- 
culty of the Soul, that I can fafely ſay, I never heard any 
thing which I bave not retained, or which I cannot re- 
tain as long as I live. At laſt, one Paim-Sunday, my 
Keeper came and told me, That Men abroad talked of 
putting me to Death, and therefore I ought to die 
like a Philoſopher ; that the People were incenſed 
againſt me; that the Anathema had been pronounced 
againſt my Book ; and, that they thirſted for my Blood, 
to atone for the horrid Blaſphemies which I had ſpew'd 
out againſt Jeſus Chriſt. I gave an eaſy Ear to all theſe 
Particulars of ſuch a cruel and adverſe Fate. You will 
have the Mala, added he, with an Air of Melancholy ;- 
and your Members will be divided into | four Quarters. 
Then J asked, What Day was appointed for that inhu-- 
man Sacrifice? Weane/day in the Holy Week, rep be; 
and your Sentence was pronounced laſt Saturday Night. 
This News was told me at the Queen of Sweden's Palace, 
where they gave me ftrit Orders to impart it to you, to 
the end you might prepare yourſelf, and not loſe your 
Soul and Body at once. I leave any one who reads theſe 
Memoirs, to judge what an Agony that Meſſage put me 
in! Tis impoſſible to expreſs it, without having firſt. 
felt it: For the Terror of Death does not conſiſt in the 
actual Separation of the Soul from the Body, but in the' 
trightful Idea we entertain of that Separation; which, 
by a ſtrong and lively Impreſſion, ſuſpends all the Offices 
of Life, and makes us undergo the Pains of Death, 
purely in Imagination. As ſoon as I reccyered myſelf, 
I began to rehearſe the Pſalm, In exitu Mal det AEgypro, - 
When 1/-ael came out of Egypt, &c. and gave it a more 
brisk and lively Air, in hopes of enjoying ſpeedily a Re- 
poſe, out of the Power of all my Enemies to diſturb. TI - 
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embraced my Keeper, who was all in Tears; and, in my 
turn, encouraged him, who had before been ſo officious 
to give me Conſolation, for the Space of three-and- 
twenty Months that I had been ſhut up in the Dungeon. 
& was he, who informed me, towards the latter End of 
my Impriſonment, that I was indebted, for his good 
Offices, to a Nun of Sz. Sylveſter, whoſe Name was Ro. 
alia. Twas ſhe, who engaged the Prefident of the In- 
 quiſition, ſaid he, to afford you this ſmall Comfort; and 
you can't imagine what Pains ſhe has been at, to pro- 
cure your Liberty : But your Enemies are too powerful, 
and nothing leſs than your Blood can appeaſe em. I 


could not ſuppoſe, that a Keeper would behave himſelf 


towards me with ſo much Reſpe@ and good Manners ; 
and the Name of my Benefactreſs put me immediately 
upon confidering, that the Preſident himſelf might be the 
Keeper, who paid me his daily Viſits. I was confirm'd 
in my Conjecture, when I called to mind, that he would 
neyer hear of allowing me any Light; and that, by the 


ſmall, falſe Glimmerings of my Hole, it was impoſlible 


to diſcern any one's Features. Nor could I forbear, at 
the mentioning of Ro/alia, to fetch a deep Sigh, and re- 
cal to Memory all that ſhe and my dear Miſtreſs, the un- 
fortunate Marchioneſs of T.. , had ſuffered upon my 
account! 1 ſpent three or four Days in profound $1- 
lence, and without hearing a Syllable » But when I told 
Molinos the Meſſage they had ſent me, he made me a 
moſt excellent Diſcourſe upon the Reſt we might expect 
in the other Life; and mixed ſuch Chriſtian Philoſophy 
therewith, that he made me not only ſtare Death in the 
Face, but even eager to embrace him, as my Deliverer, 
and the Breaker of my Chains. The Pains of Death, 
ſaid he, are never found, but in the Ceremony of Dying; 
and the terrible Ado generally made about dying Perſons, 
ought to affect only the Vulgar. Since you know, that 
you muſt die one Day, What Matter 1s it, whether it be 
To- day or To-morrow ? And, with Submiſſion, Is not 

2 Sickneſs, which makes you ſeveral Days dying, far 
crueller than a Hangman, who eſteems it a Pity towards 
you, to take away your Life with a Jerk? Ah! Father

5 Whether the Diſcourſe of that alluſtrious Gentleman: 
& perſuaded me, or not, 'tis moſt: certain, that I enjoyed a 
more than ordinary Tranquillity : and that I had-now 
no other Grief in my Priſon, than the Expectation of 
being ſuddenly led forth to be executed. Mean time, 
I made very few Reflections on Eternity; and whether 
my Stoical Virtue was rather a Stupidity occaſioned by 
Fear, than a generous Motion; I was ready tot die, 
without once thinking of what would become of me af- 
ter Death. I never conſidered myſelf either as a Son of 
the Church, or as a Child of Mael; but waited for 
Death, as the Thing that would deliver me from all my. 
Troubles. The Deſire I had to die was purely mate- 
rial, and had nothing of the good Man in it. On:

tion. I remained ſome time at St. Peter's Galleries, tur 
quite amazed with the Thoughts of the ſingular Favour the 
J had received. Being put to't, for a Way to get out of ant 
Rome, I went into the firſt Street, which preſented itſelf hir 
to my View; and that happened to be La Longara. lie) 
By that time I was got upon Szxtus-Bridge, the Clock eve 
ſtruck Twelve. The Night was ſtill, and very dark, and M. 
I was afraid of meeting ſome of the Sbirri, who ſeeing m.

In a Word, it was not time to make Reflec- 
tions; but I fanſy'd, that if I went into the City, 1 
ſhould certainly meet the Watch. I refolv'd therefore 

to return from whence I came, in order to get to Sr.

up the little Box which Reſalia had bury'd in Cardinal“ 
C. . . . s Vineyard. By that time I had taken three” 
or four Steps, I heard ſome People talking, about twenty 
Yards from me, and, as dark as it was, perceiv'd I was 
ſurrounded with Archers. At that, Ftook two or three 
Steps, and got into the Baſon, where 1 ſtood like an 
Image, till I found that thoſe Villains were gone by, 

and that they did not look for me. As ſoon as ever 1 
got out of their Clutches, I purſued-my Deſign of fwim--- 
ming the Tiber, which I did very ſafely; and finding-. 
myſelf above Mount Teſeaſſo, on the Side next St. Pauls 
without the City, made ſhift to reach St. Sebaſfians 
about Three o' Clock, and thence continued my Jour- 
ney directly for Tivoli, where I arriv'd in the Evening, 
half- dead. I went for a Pole, in the Inn where I put © 
up, and affur'd my Landlord, who was a very honeſt: 
Fellow, that. the Reaſon why my Beard was ſo long, 
was becauſe I had made a Vow to let it grow till I re- 
turn'd into my own Country. Whatever carries with it 
the Name of a Vow, is look'd upon as highly facred 
and venerable among the Haliam in general. I paid 
him ſo generouſly, that he took me for a Perfon of Qua- 
lity, and ſhew'd. me a very particular Reſpect.- How- - 
ever, I was reſolv'd not to appear at Tivoli in that Garb. 
My Beard, which I would not cut off, by reafon it very 
much diſguis'd me, did not welt ſuit with a Prunella- - 
Gown, and therefore I would needs take up the Habit 
of a Hermit. For this end, I went directly to a Her- 
mitage near St. Paſtexr, where a French Gentleman had 
liyv'd in Retirement for above twenty Vears. But ſo 
wedded was he to his Solitude, that I had not Courage 
enough to offer my Service to him. In a Word, he had 
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only a little Hole in the Side of a Rock, and the Cloaths 
he wore were all that he cover'd himſelf with o' Nights. 
J went on till ] arriv'd at Tivo, which I could not do 
before late at Night. I would not go into the Town, 
by reaſon every Houſe was as much dreaded by me, as 
if it had been haunted by evil Spirits. I went, there- 
fore, to the Cardinal s Vineyard, with which I was very 
well acquainted ; and climbing over the Wall, went di. 
recti y to the Fountain, where I knew the Treaſure left 
me by my dear Miſtreſs was bury'd. Day came on 
apace, and the Fear of being ſurpris'd by ſome of the 
Gardeners, made me tremble, and a& like one out of his 
Senſes. I had ſo deeply imprinted in my Memory the 
Place that Roſalia had ſhew'd me, that 1 was not long 
in queſt of it; but was forced to make uſe of my Nails,

Being arriv'd 
in a Foreſt about a Mile out of Town, I opend my 
Cabinet, and found therein, 500 Piſtoles, a Watch en- 
rich'd with Jewels, three Rings worth 200 Piſtoles, and 
a Pearl Necklace of a conſiderable Value. There were, 
beſides, all my Letters, my Picture which my good 
Lady had had from her Aunt, and the Snuff-box, in 
which were the Pictures of the Counteſs her Mother, 
and the Chevalier C. . ., my Father. Thus I found 
myſelf, once more, endow'd with Riches, and ſoon de- 
termin'd to quit the Territories of the Pope. Where- 
fore, as I would not travel in the Day time, for fear my 


Preſs ſhould betray me, I turn'd out of the Road to 7% 


any, Whither I was going for Refuge, and took that of 
Civita-wecchia, in the Neighbourhood of which Place 1 
arriv'd, after a March of 24 Hours. But I was in the 
greateſt Surprize, when I found. my Miſtake : For -no 
Perſon is ſuffer'd to go through that Place — 55 
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ſtopp'd, and carry'd before the Governor All 

do, was to truſt to Fortune ; and going into the Town + 
accordingly, I made towards the Sea - ſide, in order to 
ſee for a Felucca bound for Leghorn, whither I reſolv'd 
to tranſport myſelf. I had not gone far, before I eſpy'd + 


a Detachment of Sbirri coming up to me, no doubt, to 


ſee Who I was. I knew no readier way to get rid off 


them, than by going into the Church of the Fecobins * 


(the uſual Throne of the Inquiſition) z where ſeeing no 
Perſon, I went into the Pulpit, watching, ſome time, 
whether the Sbirri came after me, or not. Finding they 

did not enter the Church, I got out of my Hole, and 
perceiving a poor Country- Fellow, who was: ſaying his 
Chaplet before the Altar of the Ro/ary, before he went 
to work with his Shovel and Spade, I went up to him, 
and taking him aſide to one End of the Chureh, told 
him, that if he would but do me a ſmall Favour, I 

would make his Fortune from that very Moment. He 
anſwer'd, That he would; and ſaid, he ſnould be oblig d 


to me, if I did him a Kindneſs, by reaſon he- was very 


poor, and had a numerous Family; With that J tipp'd 
him a Handful of Piſtoles, and defir'd him to accept - 
'em, upon Condition he would change Cloaths with me, - 
and give me his Implements. I affur'd him-withal, that 


my Demand was grounded upen a Vow I had made to 


God, that I would make the Fortune of the firſt poor 


Fellow I ſhould meet in the Church; and change Cloaths + 


with him, to atone for a Sin of Pride which I had lately 
committed. I faid this, in ſo whining and perſuaſive a a 
Tone, that my - Country-man;- touch'd more with the 
Sum of Money which I had preſented to him, than with + 
the Force of my Eloquence, reply'd, that he would con- 
ſent to all I ask'd, provided the Money I gave him would 
not draw him into ſome Snare. I aflur'd him, that he 
might ſet himſelf at Reſt, as to that Point: Whereupon 
we both ſtripp'd, and I took the Peaſant's Habit, and he 
that of an Abbot. In this Equipage, half cover'd with + 
Dirt, I went directly to the Harbour, where finding, by 
good Luck, a Veſſel juſt ready to ſail for Legborn, I gave 
the Maſter two Crowns for my Peſſage, and arriv'd there 
three Days after I had left Civita· vecchia. 
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I be firft thing I did, aſter my Atrival in a Land of 
Safety, was to change my Peaſant's Habit into one more 
ſuitable to the preſent Situation of my Affairs. For this 
purpoſe, going into the Town, without any Fear or 
Danger, I took Lodgings in a French Cabaret, near the 
Gate, a Widow, a Native of Provence, then keepin 
the Houſe. She was a very obliging Landlady, and 
perceiving, by my Air, that I was no Peaſant, came and 
ask'd me, Whether I wanted a private Chamber, and 
would eat in ſecret? I affected a kind of Gibberiſh that 
they did not underſtand ; but having made em appre- 
hend, that I had been robb'd and ftripp'd by a Gang of 
Rogues, who took all I had, as I had ſav'd myſelf from 
a Shipwreck, I told 'em, I had nothing but a Ring, 
which I would fell, to furniſh myſelf with the Habit of 
my Country, which, I pretended, was China ; and that 
ſhe would oblige me, if ſhe would ſend for an Halian 
to value it: Which ſhe did. For, in a few Minutes 
time, one Monſieur Claude, a Native of Geneva, came 
to look upon my Ring, which was one of the fineſt Ori- 


ental Emeralds that ever was ſeen. He ſtared at me a 


long while, before he took the Ring and valu'd it; but, 
at laſt, asking me what I would take for it, he was 
amaz'd to hear me demand but 100 Crowns, He told 
me, I thought 'myſelf ſtill in China, and that he ſhould 
think he had robb'd me, if he ſhould not give me at 
leaſt 50 Piſtoles. I began, in my Turn, to review a 
Merchant, who ſeem'd to me of ſo great Probity ; and 

becauſe I would give him no Suſpicion of what I was, 
I took his Money, and deſir'd him te tell me, how I 

might find him another time, if I ſhould have Occa- 
fion ; he told me, my Landlady could direct me to him. 
He was no ſooner gone, but I ſent for a Taylor, and 

gave him Directions, tho' ſtill abed. I order'd him to 
get a good Cloth, and make me a Suit after the Chine/e 
Faſhion. This done, I appear'd upon the Exchange, 
making uſe of an Mlian Gibberiſh, ſcarce intelligible, 
and ſold all my Jewels, except one Ring, which I will 
| keep as long as I live, I- contracted a cloſe Friendſhip 
with Monſieur Claude; and being thus full of Money, 
nothing was wanting to complete my Happineſs, but *

be Grid * the Terrors of the Inquiſition, which ſtuck 
cloſe to me all the while 1 — on Talian Ground. 

However, as Monſieur Claude determin'd ſoon. after to 
return to Geneva, I reſoly'd to go with him, and ſee 
that Enemy of Rome.

Leghorn, I cannot forbear relating. a n. r * 
penn during my Abode there. 


A young Gentleman of Florence, of the ne © 


Contwein, ſo famous for its Antiquity, but fallen to De- 
cay, by reaſon of their Diſgrace with the Medicis; this 
Cavalier, I ſay, being a younger Brother, ſpent his ſmall 
Revenue at Leghorn, and endeavour'd, by a petty kind 
of Merchandizing, which he follow'd, to maintain him 
ſelf like a Perſon of Quality. A Go/d/oith's Wile in the 
Strada di Fardini, who was young and handſome, and 
full of Wit, ſeem'd to him a proper Object to become 
his Miſtreſs. 
thoſe Qualities which might ingratiate him with the 
Ladies, ſave only that of being rich and full of Money.

l Having tarry'd four Days at Turin we paſy che Ahe, 8 
and reach'd Geneva on Saturday Night, four Days aſter 
we had left Turin. I ſhall not amuſe my Readers wick 
a Deſcription of that City, whoſe Situation is bad 
enough, being ſurrounded on all ſides with Mountains, 
or the Lake Lemain, ſo often mention'd in Cæſar's Com- 
mentaries. The Buildings are but very indifferent, and 
its Territory extremely narrow ; but then the Inhabi- 
tants are ſo indefatigably laborious, that from their very 
Infancy they are taught, by ſome Method or other, to 
earn their Livelihood. They are extraordinary civil and 

courteous to Strangers, and particularly to ſuch as are 
Refugees for the Religion contrary to that of Rome 
There you are never troubled with the Sight of Beggars 
ſore Legs, and other Filthineſs ; nor does the Stink there- 
of infect the Churches, as in ſome other Places: There 
neither does the Uſury nor Knavery of the Burghers 
greaſe the Wheels of the Counſellor's Chariots, nor ſuf- 
fer the Attorney to- build or buy ſtately Houſes : 'There 
an exact Polity awes the Butchers and Bakers, and makes 
the Ale-houſe-Wives ſpin. In a Word, I faw at Geneva, 
that which I never did in any other Part of the World 
that is, a great City which ſeem'd to be but as one 
Houſe, always regulated by Labour, and always thriving 
by Trade. Alas! avould I often ſay, admiring ſuch excel- 
lent Orders, Are not theſe Inhabitants true Chriſtians, 
ſince they expreſs, by all their Actions, the Maxims of 
Feſus Chrift ? and can I think, that ſo pure and exange- 
lical Virtues are of no Uſe to ſuch a Number of good 
Men, whom the Catholies condemn ?- This Thought 
perplex'd me for ſome time; and as I lodg'd at an a- 
lian s, who had formerly been a Monk of my Order, 
and had left the Monaſtery upon the account of ſome 
ill Uſage he had receiv'd, I ask'd his Opinion of the 
Ter nets which are there profeſs'd : My — Wye 


me an Account of his Faith, without abandance of He- 
fitation ; but as he ſeem'd ignorant in ſeveral Matters 
which I put to him, I would not rely. on his Deciſion 
of my. Doubts, but made it my Buſineſs to infinuate 
myſelf into the Converſation and. Acquaintance of the 
Miniſters. Signor Beneditti, a Lucgueſe, who was indeed 
a great Scholar, but infinitely conceited, was the Per- 
ſon who then made the greateſt Noiſe, and charm'd his 
Hearers with his Eloquence. I found means to gain 
his Converſation, under Pretence of inſtructing myſelf 
in the Religion of that Place: But he was ſo extremely 
diſingenuous in his Expoſition of the Paſſages of Seri- 
pture, the natural Senſe of which he frequently mangled, 


and in his Quotation of the Fathers, whom he always 


murder'd, that he gave me a very ill Opinion of his 
Sect; and I concluded. with myſelf, that the greateſt 
Difference between Rome and Geneva, was, that Rome 
had the Truth and Spirit of Religion in her Books, and 
that Gezeva had 'em in the Manners of her Inhabitants: 
That the Roman-Catholics practis'd quite otherwiſe than 
they believ'd, and that the pretended Re&form'd believ'd 
quite otherwiſe than they praQtis'd. Being thus equally 
diſſatisfy'd with one and the other, I ſtuck to my Ju- 
-dei/m ; but to a ſpiritual Fudai/m, which,. without im- 
bibing the groſs Errors of the Ralbins, worſhips one 


God the Creator, and expects a Deliverer, to put an end 


to the Misfortunes in which our firſt Parents involv'd 
us ſo many Ages ago. Having vindicated my Senti- 
ments, one Day, in the Preſence of ſeveral Miniſters, 
and the principal Elders of the City, whether my Diſ- 
. courſe had made any Impreſſion upon their Minds, or 
whether they fear'd an Emotion in the. Republic, if 1 
ſhould at any time ſpeak in Public, they conceiy'd the 


Beſign of taking away my Life. But as they wanted 
a Pretence, they came and inquir'd of my Landlord, 


who I was? Whereupon he told em that which I 
never defir'd ſhould be a Secret, as, That I was come 
from Rome about Affairs of the laſt Importance; that 
my Name was Lucius. Axor, and ſome other Particulars, 
which ferv'd to heighten their Suſpicion, and to put 
them in a- ſure. way of ruining me, without * 
| | | it; 
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their Hands in my Blood; They teſolv'd to deliver me 
into the Hands of the Pope's Legate reſiding at Bologna'; 
and for that end ſpoke to the Reſident of Fance, who 
promis d to write to the Legate about it. A little Girl = 
of twelve or thirteen: Years of Age, who was a kind of 
Servant in the Refident's Houſe,” hearing that I was to 
be taken up, (for ſhe appear'd fo fimple that they ſaid 
any thing before her) came, one Day, as I was reading 
a Proof of a Book I was then printing, and gave me a 
particular Account of the Reſolution my Enemies had 
taken. The Title of my Book was, /nqui/itione Procefe-. 
/ata, or, A Proceſs againft the Inquiſition. Wherein I 
gave an Account of the Eſtabliſnment and End of that [ 
tyrannical Tribunal, ſo little conformable to the Spirit 
of the Goſpel, and the Maxims of Jeſus Chrift. All 
the illuſtrious Wretches, who have felt the Rigours of 
that Tribunal, offer up Complaints and Prayers to God, 
againſt the crying Barbarities committed therein. There 
you may ſee an infinite Number of rich Cbriſtians treated 
like Fews, on purpoſe: to get their Money from them; 
the Judges honour'd with the Title of Chriftzans,” tho“ 
they are acted by the Spirit and Temper of the Syzagopue. 
In a Word, the Caſe drawn up before the Perſons of the 
Bleſſed Trinity: The Juftice of the Father pronoun 
Anathema againſt the Injuſtice of the Inquiſitors, who 
abuſe the Power he has put into their Hands: The Wil- 
dom of the Son pronounces Arathema againſt the wrong 
Meaſures which the Inquifitors take, to recal the Feu: 
s and the Wicked to the Church; reproaching them, that 
. bis Spirit is a Spirit of Meekneſs and Peace, and not a 
* Spirit of Fear and Slavery. Laſtly, The Love and 
1 Goodneſs of the Holy Ghoſt thunders Anathema againſt 
nf that Tribunal, and will have its Name for ever extin- 
l, 
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riſh'd, and detefted of all true Believers; ſince the 
Character of a true Child of God is, to love him, and 
praiſe him, in all the Conditions of Life. Whereas in 


F the Inquiſition, one is forced to deſpair and blaſpheme 3; 
and principally, becauſe the Doors of that damnable Pri- 
» ſon are open'd to the Unfortunate, either by the Spirit 


of Court, Or by the Spirit of Intereſt. Wiſdom exclaims ; 
2 Acud againſt thoſe, who imprudently robb'd * 
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of the Low-Countries, by offering to bring their Necks 
under that abominable Yoke: Charity deteſts the Cru- 
elty of thoſe who exerciſe it; and juſtice ſees, with Re- 
gret, the Puniſhments inflifted on the poor Indians, 
And thus was my Proceſs drawn up in all the Forms; 
God, from his higheſt Throne; pronouncing Anathema 
ind the Miniſters of ſo tyrannical a Tribunal. 
J was reading a Proof in my Chamber, when the 
Girl before-mention'd enter'd jt. She told me, trem- 
bling, that ſhe was come to admoniſh me to take care of 
myſelf, for that I. had [ſecret Enemies in Geneva; that 
ſhe had heard em talk of delivering me into the Hands 
of the Pope, and that they were to meet about it that 
very Evening at the Refident's Houſe, where ſhe was at 
Service. I could not but. adore the Providence that 
raisd up ſueh a little innocent Thing, to be an Inſtru- 


ment of delivering me from the imminent Danger 


which threaten'd me. I intreated my little Angel to go 
to: the Poſt-houſe, and inquire, Whether there were any 
Letters for Lucius Axor? She obey'd me, and return'd 


with a Letter from Rome, wherein I was convinced of 


the Kindneſſes of my dear Ro/a/ia :. For I had written 
her word, four or five Months before, that being arrivd 
at. S J found myſelf, at laſt, in a Country of Li- 
berty, where my Retirement would be ſecure againſt all 
the Attacks of my Enemies. She was: extremely con- 
cCern'd for the unexpected Flight of the Preſident of the 
Inquiſition, who was a Perſon of as bright Parts as any 
in Rome. He was, beſides, extraordinary genteel ; his 
Shape was very fine, his Deportment eaſy and free, and 


his Converſation witty, and full of Charms. Add to 


theſe, that his Affection for Ro/a/ia was ſtrong and in- 
violable; and ſhe knew how to value the Eſteem of ſuch 
a. Gentleman. It was ſhe who had engag'd him to ſave 
my Life ; and my Enemies were appris'd thereof, by the 
private Advices they receiv'd from Legborn and Geneua 
for it was to no purpoſe to conceal themſelves, the 
whole Matter being at laſt diſcover' d. Thereupon my 
Enemies, who had been lull'd aſleep with the Report of 
my, being dead, wreak'd all their Malice upon Signor 
MS who. vaniſh'd in an Inſtant. Roſalia in- 
; n 
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form'd me of a' great many more Particulars concern 
ing the Queen of Sweden, who had fallen out with the 
Pope, upon the ſcore of Franchiſes. Some Politicians - 
would have it, that it was nothing but a Contrivance to 
ſet Germany and France together by the Ears; ſince, as 
there was no doubt the latter would come to a Rupture 
with the Pope, that Action would be Colour enough 
for the League to fall foul on France, and endeavour to 
lower her. In ſhort, every body knew what Violences 
the Sbirri committed in the Quarter of Farneſa and 
how far their inſolent Temerity ſucceeded. I was at 
Lyons, when that Affair happen'd, having left Geneva, 
and taken Janine along with me; who, tho' but four -

And tho” 
in that City there are abundance of Talian Merchants, 
J conceal'd myſelf, as much as poſſible, from all my

Montpelier. The Character that Place had gain'd for its 
Univerſity of Phyſicians, tempted me to ſee it; and 1 
arrivꝰd there about the Latter- end of Autumn; and imme- 
diately ſet up a little Pegfumer's Shop. I had made up 
a kind of Waſh-ball, which brought me the Cuſtom of 
the whole City. I had, moreover; made ſeveral Li- 
quors, cold and hot, very pleaſant and agreeable to the 
Taſte; ſo that.

I was no ſooner come 
to that great City, but I took care, in the firſt Place, 
to change my Name and Dreſs.
